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Optimists who dream of an early peace in the Far East 
will find a strong note of discouragement in Associated 
Press despatches from Tokjo reporting interviews with 
Count Okuma, former Japanese premier and minister of 
foreign affairs, and Count Kato, former Japanese min- 
ister to England.. Count Okuma scoffed at the idea of 
intervention. Such a thing, he said, could come only as 
the result of a European concert, and such a conference 
could not be formed except with the support of Germany. 
But Germany, he continued, is not suffering, but is ac- 
tually profiting by the war, and has no interest in stop- 
ping it so long as it tends to weaken her great Northern 
rival. Count Kato also ridiculed the suggestion of inter- 
vention, adding that there will never be any occasion for 
it and that the war will last long. He said that Russia 
had shown no desire for peace, that her policy discloses 
no definite plan, and that even the loss of Vladivostok 
might not prompt her to stop fighting. This accords with 
the opinion we have all along entertained and expressed 
concerning the present war, which we believe jis not ap- 
proaching a termination, but has only passed its first 
stage and is now entering upon the second. As Count 
Okuma says: “Russia can retreat indefinitely, hoping to 
thus exhaust Japan, and it is hard to see how it is pos- 
sible for her antagonist to wound her at any vital point. 
Compulsory withdrawal from Manchuria and the loss of 
Vladivostok would only increase the defensive power of 
Russia and weaken the aggressive force of Japan.” Count 
Okuma says further: ‘““‘We might take Harbin and go far- 
ther north, but Russia could continue her policy of re- 
treat, thereby giving no occasion for a third party to in- 
tervene. Should Russia ask for peace, we shall insist on 
an unconditional armistice, and when the negotiations are 
opened we shall require Russia to return Manchuria to 
China, recognize our suzerainty over Korea, cede Sakha- 
lin to us, remove permanently the fortifications of Vladi- 
vostok, and pay an indemnity to the Powers of at least 
2,000,000,000 yen ($1,000,000,000). Such liberal terms 
will afford no occasion for intervention.” The “liberal 
terms” suggested by Count Kato plainly show how im- 
possible it is for Russia and Japan to agree on terms of 
peace. It is Russia’s boast that she has never paid a 
war indemnity. ‘That she will depart from her tradition- 
al policy and hand over to Japan the tremendous sum 
proposed by Count Kato is hardly ‘elievable. 

The prediction, more than once set forth in these 
columns, that sooner or later it would be necessary to 
employ the Army to restore peace and order in the Island 
of Samar, has been completely fulfilled. After several 
months of hard work, the Philippine constabulary have 
been found unequal to the task, and on the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of that organization, Capt. Henry T. 
Allen, U.S.A., further operations against the outlaws 
will be conducted by regular troops and Philippine 
Scouts under the command of Brig. Gen. William H. 
Carter, U.S.A., commanding the Department of the 
Visayas, in which Samar is included. About one-third 
of the whole area of that island is at the mercy of or- 
ganized bands of outlaws, who have never really sub- 
mitted to American authority, and who are to all in- 
tents and purposes in rebellion against the Government. 
They have terrorized the friendly natives, robbing and 
murdering many of them, ambushed small detachments 
of American troops and successfully resisted all efforts 
to place them under control. Against these desperate 
and cunning bandits the efforts of the constabulary were 
pitiably ineffective, and there would have been a saving 
of life and labor if the task had been turned over to 
the Army long ago. But now that Major General Cor- 
bin, the Division Commander has, at the request of the 
civil authorities, assigned General Carter to the under- 
taking, we may confidently expect a different sort of 
story from Samar. The outlaws have nothing but con- 





tempt for the constabulary, but they learned long ago 
to respect the Army, and they will understand that there 
is to be no further trifling. When the final report of 
General Carter’s campaign is turned in, it will undoubt- 
edly show that Samar has been pacified to stay pacified. 
But that such a campaign should have been necessary 
simply emphasizes the opinion frequently expressed by 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL that it was a mistake to 
place Samar under civil rule and that the island should 
have been kept under military control, as has been done 
with the Southern islands ex Mindanao and Jolo. 





We publish on another page the im ruling of 
the Attorney General of the United St: he matter 
of the appeal of Lieut. Lloyd H. Chandler tn the con- 


clusions by the Navy Department as to the matter of re- 
tirements under the provisions of the Personhel Bill. The 
Bureau of Navigation has been very busy this week de- 
termining the effect this decision will have on the com- 
missioned personnel of the Navy: For a week or two it 
will be utterly impossible to give any accurate statement 
of the promotions and retirements which may ensue on 
June 30 next as a result of the ruling of the Attorney 
General. A board of rear admirals is to be appointed 
about June 1 to meet and select a proper number of offi- 
cers for compulsory retirement in the event that it is de- 
termined that there have not been a sufficient number of 
promotions and casualties during the past year to bring 
the general average of promotions up to the number held 
necessary by the Attorney General. From the present in- 
dications it would appear probable that at least four cap- 
tains and several commanders and liewtenant commanders 
will have to be compulsorily retired this year. In con- 
nection with the interpretation of the Attorney General 
of the Personnel Act, the following statement made by 
the Navy Department will prove of interest: “Concern- 
ing the opinion of the Attorney General on Mr. Chand- 
ler’s second contention, that vacancies which have been 
created by the advancement of officers and making them 
extra numbers under the law approved March 3, 1901, 
should not be counted as part of the vacancies to be cor- 
sidered under the ‘personnel act,’ the Navy Department 
has not had opportunity in the short time which has 
elapsed since the rendering of the opinion to determine 
the number of retirements which must ensue by reason 
of the new averages to be struck, leaving out vacancies 
incorrectly counted heretofore. It can be stated, how- 
ever, that the number of retirements will certainly be 
much increased.”

In view of the deplorable controversy which has arisen 
between the Assistant Secretary of State, Mr. Loomis, 
and the former American Minister to Venezuela, Mr. 
Bowen, President Roosevelt has wisely resolved to take 
no further action in what is known as the asphalt cases 
until the meeting of Congress. The dispute over those 
cases has placed the United States Government in an ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing position. Questions affecting the 
property rights of an American company working asphalt 
deposits in Venezuela were taken into the courts of that 
country and decided adversely to the company. There- 
upon the company appealed to the United States and the 
latter demanded, in terms amounting to an ultimatum, 
that the cases should be submitted to an international 
court of arbitration. That demand was contemptuously 
ignored by the Venezuelan government, the result being 
that the United States is in a position where it must 
either back down or enforce its terms with such agencies 
as the case may require. ‘The situation is a perplexing 
one, and, while it is purely a case for executive action, 
the President naturally feels that he should be advised as 
to the sentiment of Congress before proceeding further. 
Any radical action on his part without the declared sup- 
port of Congress would be highly imprudent, and it would 
be particularly unwise while the diplomatic scandal in- 
volving Mr. Loomis and Mr. Bowen is still an open one. 
The first duty of our Government is to sift that matter 
to the bottom to determine who, if anyone, has been 
guilty of undiplomatic or unlawful conduct. After that 
has been done it will be time to consider the serious ques- 
tion pending between the United States and Venezuela. 
It is still possible that the asphalt cases may be satis- 
factorily adjusted by the Venezuelan courts, but if they 
are not so disposed of it is clear that Congress will be 
confronted at the opening of its first session with an in- 
ternational complication of the gravest character,

So thoroughly harmonious are the relations, political 
and otherwise, between the United States and the Re- 
public of Brazil, that the action of the latter in raising 
her diplomatic representation at Washington to the dig- 
nity of an embassy is specially gratifying. Senor Na- 
buco, the first Brazilian Ambassador, who arrived in 
the United States on May 19, is a gentleman whose char- 
acter, culture and long experience in public service 
abundantly qualify him for the duties of his exalted post, 
and cannot fail to strengthen still further the friendly 
bonds in which his country and ours are already united. 
Brazil is tranquil and prosperous. She is blessed with a 
stable, just and progressive government, her material re- 
sources are undergoing rapid development, her industries 
are flourishing and her position in the system of Ameri- 
can republics is one of increasing importance and pres- 
tige. Her solid growth has brought with it a larger sense 
of her responsibilities in the matter of national defense, 
and that sense has found expression in a definite policy 
for the increase of her navy. In pursuance of that policy 
it is proposed that her Congress shall appropriate $5,- 
000,000 a year for five years, the money to be used for 


the purchase of three battleships and three first-class 
cruisers, and it is believed that the appropriation will be 
granted with little or no objection. The proposed increase 
of the Brazilian navy will be regarded here in the United 
States with hearty approval. It is amply justified not 
only by Brazil’s growing importance in commerce and in- 
dustry, but by possible contingencies which might require 
her navy and ours to act in concert for the common in- 
terests of both nations. 
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The President is showing a deep interest in the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan. He has closely followed the 
progress of events, both on land and sea, and has per- 
sonally questioned those military attachés of this coun- 
try who have returned to Washington. On more than 
one occasion the President has expressed a desire that 
the Army and the Navy of this country profit by the les- 
sons of the war and it was at his personal direction and 
because of informatien obtained from the theater of war, 
that the General Staff of the Army has considered the 
question of a new bayonet, a new saber and a new in- 
trenching tool for the United States Army. Recently 
the President called upon Secretary of the Navy Morton 
to bring Capt. Seaton Schroeder, Chief of the Office of 
Naval Intelligence, to the White House to explain the 
present naval situation in the Far East as it is known at 
the Navy Department from confidential reports received 
there. Captain Schroeder has prepared a document, 
which is regarded as confidential, in which he compares 
the strength of the belligerent fleets. He explained this 
document to the President, who was extremely interested 
in the deductions drawn by the Bureau of Naval Intelli- 
gence. 
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The purpose of the United States Government to avoid 
everything which might afford ground for even a sus- 
picion as to the sincerity and preciseness of its neutral 
attitude with regard to the belligerents in the war in 
the Far East is forcibly illustrated by the announce- 
ment of President Roosevelt that he will not take the 
risk of offending one or the other of the belligerents 
by detailing vessels of the Navy to assist in removing 
drifting mines from waters adjacent to the theater of 
recent naval operations at Port Arthur. The presence 
of derelict mines in the routes of ships passing to and 
from the Orient is undoubtedly a serious matter, but 
this chiefly concerns other nations whose shipping far 
exceeds ours, and our naval position in the Orient is 
already a delicate one, and the maintenance of strict 
neutrality in the Philippines is about all that can be 
asked of the Asiatic Fleet under present conditions. 
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As we stated last week, newspaper eorrespondents are 
being refused permission to be on any of the vessels of 
the Navy participating in the joint exercises in Chesa- 
peake Bay, and, in reply to all applicants for such a 
privilege, the Secretary of the Navy has sent the follow- 
ing self-explanatory circular letter: “The Department 
regrets its inability to comply with your request to be 
permitted to send a correspondent (or a photographer) 
on board one of the vessels of the Coast Squadron during 
the forthcoming joint exercises in the waters of Chesa- 
peake Bay from June 11 to June 17. The development 
of warfare includes now so many features concerning 
which secrecy is essential to their ultimate value, that it 
is no longer permissible to give to the world at large in- 
discriminately the results of experiments and trials. Such 
information must be edited by proper authority before it 
is issued for publication, The carefully prepared rules 
for combined Army and Navy maneuvers approved by the 
War and Navy Departments, May, 1904, recognize this 
restriction by explicitly prohibiting officers of the Army 
and Navy from making public any information relating 
to them. The Department hopes that you will appreciate 
the necessity of this restriction to the public welfare and 
give it your support and assistance.” 
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Speaking of the forthcoming joint exercises of the 
Army and Navy in Chesapeake Bay, a writer in the Bos- 
ton Herald ventures the opinion that they will be incon- 
clusive and unsatisfactory. He is confident, however, 
that they will still further demonstrate the value of mor- 
tars mounted on disappearing carriages or surplaced on 
concrete foundations in pits below the surface of. the 
earth. ‘Theoretically,’ he says, “no ship in the world 
could face such a defense. Theoretically, no ship could 
discover the concealed batteries, or silence enough of them 
to make a difference if the target was established. Prac- 
tically, no one knows how this business would work out. 
It has never been given a thorough trial, Naval officers 
have theories of their own, which are not the Army the- 
ories. The maneuvers of the Chesapeake will establish 
nothing to settle the dispute, They will be valuable train- 
ing in the detail of working the batteries, in gun point- 
ing from the ships. But no one will be satisfied with the 
decisions of the umpires.” 
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Lieutenant General Chaffee, Chief of Staff, has advisea 
Major Gen. James F,. Wade, commanding the Atlantic 
Division, that it will not be practicable for the War De- 
partment to furnish him with officers outside of his di- 
vision except the engineer officer at Portland and the en- 
gineer officer at Wilmington, Del., to act as umpires dur- 
ing the coming “Joint Exercises.” Those two engineer 
officers are, of course, under the direct orders of the Chief 
of Engineers, who has agreed to allow them to act as um- 
pires. General Wade requested the detail of not less than 
fifteen officers outside of his division for duty as umpires, 
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Major William C. Brown, 3d U.S. Cav., in an article 
prepared for the Journal of the Military Service Institu- 
tion, gives the results of seven months’ experience with 
the U.S. magazine rifle, model of 1903, on the experi- 
mental range near Fort Clark, Tex., where some thirty 
thousand rounds were fired from a muzzle rest, at vari- 
ous ranges up to two thousand yards, As a result of 
those tests, which were reported in our columns at the 
time, he concludes that the weapon is the most powerful 
in the world, with a trajectory about thirty-four per 
cent flatter than that of the Krag. The use of this new 
weapon compels the Cavalryman to carry an arm which 
is a pound heavier and two and a half inches longer than 
the Krag carbine, but, as Major Brown remarks, he can 
well afford to carry this slight additional weight and 
length for the sake of the increased prestige secured by 
having exactly the same gun as the Infantry, and an in- 
crease of about forty-four per cent. between sights. In- 
asmuch as no two rifles shoot exactly alike, it is Major 
Brown’s opinion that when a rifle is issued to a man he 
should test it at 200, 300, 600 and 1,000 yards in order 
that the drift in the piece may be corrected. The recoil 
of the new rifle is greater than that of the Krag, but not 
so great as that of the old Springfield, and a man whose 
physique is so poor that he cannot withstand the moder- 
ate shock is entirely out of place in the Army. The re- 
port of the piece is quite sharp and penetrating. “These 
two slight drawbacks,” says Major Brown, “heavy recoil 
and sharp report, are inherent in a powerful firearm and 
the writer hazards the opinion that we have about reached 
the limit in small arms. Construct a still more powerful 
rifle musket, and you will have a heavier recoil and a 
more deafening report, to withstand which we must breed 
a stronger race of men! In the rifles issued to the Cav- 
alry it is thought that the stacking and sling swivels 
might well have been omitted. The Cavalry not only 
does not need them, but their presence requires a slightly 
more bulky scabbard. The rear sight gives to the rifle- 
man the distinct advantage of a greater distance between 
sights than heretofore, which distance is uniform, instead 
of varying with the range as in case of sights used in 
times past. It is quite strong enough for Infantry, but 
the Cavalry will probably receive it with some misgivings, 
as it stands up from the barrel more than to the sight 
on the Krag, and is consequently more liable to damage, 
especially when hastily withdrawn from the scabbard. If 
accidently turned completely over to the front, a slight 
blow will bend the leaf, rendering it unserviceable. ‘The 
test of actual service may (and it is hoped will) show the 
above fears as to the serviceability of the sight for Cav- 
alry to be without foundation.” 
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Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, U.S.N., fermer Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, 
who is on special duty abroad in connection with de- 
velopments in ordnance, has been interviewed in Paris 
by a correspondent of the Washington Evening Star, 
to whom he expressed some interesting opinions on naval 
guns and gunnery. The admiral attaches but little im- 
portance to the report of defects in British wire-covered 
guns, believing that they are only such as are common 
to all modern ordnance. Cordite however, more 
destructive to the lives of guns than the pure nitro- 
cellulose powders, but its ballistic properties are very 
high, and therefore a less weight of charge is required, 
costing less money, and it is easier to handle, and occu- 
pies less space, all of which are important matters on 
board ship. The fact that the British guns are wire- 
wound has nothing to do with the difficulties reported. 
Ordinarily, the most that can happen to a gun is the 
wearing away of the rifling, and the consequent en- 
largement of the bore, which causes the shot to **tumble,” 
and leads to inaccurate shooting, and the only real 
remedy for this is to re-tube the gun, an expensive 
process, not common in the United States, nor any 
European country, except Great Britain, the erosion of 
whose guns is ascribed to the use of cordite. Admiral 
O'Neil said: “In these days of high velocities and high 
pressures, guns should be frequently examined, in order 
to see if any enlargement of the bore or other difficulty 
has occurred, and every first-class navy should have a 
liberal number of guns in reserve. It has been stated 
on good authority of late that the latest types of guns 
designed for very high velocities are not accurate at 
long range, and this, if true, is no doubt due to the 
intense vibration and ‘jump’ which takes place when 
such guns are fired, and to the elasticity of the gun 
mounting, and the ship’s decks or turrets, so that dif- 
ferent results will be found in different vessels, depend- 
ing upon the rigidity of the structure, and it may be 
necessary to calibrate the guns of each vessel to deter- 
mine the area. One of the chief difficulties in the way 
of naval shooting is imperfeet sights, or sights that are 
thrown out of adjustment when the gun is fired, and 
the other is ‘gun pointers’ who are not properly trained. 
Very great improvement has taken place within the past 
year or two in the marksmanship of the United States 
vessels, due to the introduction of a systematic and 
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practieal method of training the ‘gun pointers’.

In a paper on “Drill Regulations, Old and New,” read 
before a convention of the officers of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard and published in the current number of the 
Journal of the United States Infantry Association, the 
author, Gen. Charles King, captain, U.S.A., retired, 
compares the present drill regulations with those formu- 
lated by Hardee, Casey and Upton. He frankly de-

clares that he never could like Upton’s as he did those 
of Hardee and Casey, though he admits that in bat- 
talion movements Upton’s were the simplest. Upton’s 
skirmish deployment by numbers was also an excellent 
feature which the other systems lacked, but on the other 
hand the movable pivot at the wheel, even in column of 
fours, was ever a stumbling block and a permanent 
source of trouble. General King cites the case of a 
French infantry movement which can be accomplished 
with two words of command and a single blast from a 
whistle which, with Upton’s and with our new regula- 
tiens, requires twenty-six words. In short, he says, we 
have to-day more words of command and fewer ways of 
doing things than we had in 1864. “Generally, however,” 
he continues, “the new regulations mean simplicity and 
celerity when once the men have learned the principles 
of the turn. The squad is the unit of instruction and 
discipline. The corporal is more than ever before an 
officer, and the captain better than ever before can now 
judge of the timber from which to make his sergeants. 
Irom having been a nobody, except when on guard, in 
the days of Scott, Hardee, Casey and Upton, our junior 
non-commissioned officer to-day has grown to be an im- 
portant factor in the instruction of the company, and 
when it comes to the fighting line he has a front to 
cover and a degree of independence, initiative, and com- 
mand exceeding that of many a company leader in the 
days of our great Civil War. Therefore, cultivate, stim- 
ulate, spur, if need be, your corporals; test them in your 
schools before you try them at squads. Upton used to 
say that a really good squad instructor could handle 
readily a battalion or a brigade, and I believe he was 
right. There is far less to study and worry over in the 
new regulations than in the old, therefore more time 
to be given to each page and paragraph. See to it then 
that you, your officers and your men know them and 
know them well.” 
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In reply to a letter from the Governor of Maryland 
suggesting that the remains of John Paul Jones be 
placed in the crypt of the new chapel at Annapolis on 
Peggy Stewart Day, October 19, the Secretary of the 
Navy has written a letter which pays a delicate tribute 
to Gen. Horace Porter, to whom belongs the honor of 
having discovered the burial place of the great admiral. 
The letter reads: “Sir: The Department acknowledges, 
with many thanks, the receipt of your very courteous 
letter of the thirteenth instant wherein you express, for 
the people of Maryland, your appreciation of the action 
of the President, and myself as head of this Depart- 
ment, in deciding upon the United States Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis as the most fitting place for the final 
repose of the remains of John Paul Jones. Your sug- 





gestion that the transfer of the remains from France ° 


to the United States and their deposit in the memorial 
chapel at the Naval Academy be deferred until next 
fall can only be met in part. It is considered most ap- 
propriate to effect the embarkation in a French port 
during the residence in France of our present Ambassa- 
dor, to whose zealous interest and search the discovery 
of the remains is largely due. A vault will be prepared 
at the Naval Academy for the temporary reception of 
the remains until a fitting time arrives when they can 
be deposited finally with all due ceremonies.” 
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There is a disagreement between the Navy Department 
and United States Ambassador Porter as to the propriety 
of embarking the remains of John Paul Jones on board 
the Brooklyn on the Fourth of July. Ambassador Porter 
is anxious that July 4 be selected for the ceremony and 
the officials of the Navy Department are just as anxious 
that some other date than the Fourth be chosen, as being 
a gala day in the American Navy, it is not a proper day 
for the solemn ceremonies which should occur when the re- 
mains are placed aboard the Brooklyn. The attention of 
the Department of State has been called officially to this 
fact. Ships are gaily dressed on that day; the men give 
themselves to athletic sports and games and a national 
salute is fired. Rear Admiral Sigsbee, who will command 
the fleet sent for the remains of John Paul Jones, was in 
Washington at the Navy Department this week complet- 
ing his arrangements for the trip to France, The squaa- 
ron under his command is due to sail from New York 
for France on June 8 and will proceed directly to Cher- 
bourg, where it is intended that the remains shall be em- 
barked with the highest civil and military honors. As 
we have already stated, the squadron of escort for the 
remains will consist of the Brooklyn, Chattanooga, Ta- 
coma and Galveston. However theoretically proper the 
selection of Independence Day may be, it is hoped that 
it will not be insisted upon, as this would deprive some 
of our sailors of a holiday that comes but once a year. 
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The suggestion that the Panama Canal Commission 
might purchase ships and supplies in foreign markets, 
if prices there were more attractive than in the United 
States, has drawn attention to the fact that the Govern- 
ment has already followed that policy in one instance at 
least. As we stated at the time, when the present Secre- 
tary of War was Civil Governor of the Philippines, and 
Hon. Elihu Root was Secretary of War, orders were 
placed with an English company in China for eight 
vessels, each one hundred and sixty feet long and cost- 
ing about $85,000, for the inter-island revenue service 
of the archipelago. This course was adopted, however, 
not entirely for the sake of economy, but to insure early 
deliveries and to avoid sending such light vessels on 
the long cruise from America to the Philippines. The 
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vessels built in China were of modern design, being fitted 
with electrical and distilling apparatus, but as we have 
before stated, they have not proved altogether satisfac- 
tory in service. It is probable, therefore, that no further 
vessels for the Philippines will be ordered in China, 
especially if, as contended, ships like those already con- 
structed there can be built in the United States for the 
same money. 
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It has been necessary for the United States. to remind 
the Cuban government of the obligation placed upon it by 
the Platt amendment to the Cuban constitution with re- 
spect to the construction of an adequate sewerage system 
in the cities of Havana and Santiago. In a message re- 
cently submitted to the Cuban Congress, President Palma 
notified that body that the United States Government had 
called his attention to the matter, and he therefore urged 
the appropriation of the money for the work required. 
Ile reminded Congress that Cuba’s obligations to the 
United States in this matter were specifically set down, 
not only in the Platt amendment, but in the letter of Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., transferring the government of 
the island to the Cuban people. The Cuban Congress 
took no action with regard to President Palma’s message 
except to adopt resolutions calling for copies of the cor- 
respondence between the government and the United 
States, but Mr. Palma’s utterances show that so far as 
his influence extends Cuba shall discharge her obliga- 
tions in good faith. 








Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of California, believes that Memorial 
Day should be strictly observed as a day of mourning, 
and that no part of it should be given up to pleasure. 
In an official communication to his command, dated May 
9, he says: “The attention of officers and enlisted men 
of this command is called to the evident impropriety of 
persons in the military service of the United States des- 
ecratiung Memorial Day by participating in any excursion 
or other outing, or in athletic sports of any kind. Me- 


morial Day was set apart, not for recreation and pleas- | 


ure, but for the sole purpose of doing appropriate honor 
to the memories of those who have given up their lives 
in the military and naval service of the United States. 
‘The desecration of the day should be left entirely to those 
persons to whom its purpose means nothing. Post com- 
rmuanders are enjoined to exercise as much control as is 
possible in this matter, and will not permit excursion 
or picnic parties on the reservations under their respec- 
tive commands on Memorial Day. It is not intended that 
visitors shall be entirely excluded from the various posts, 
but that there shall be nothing incompatible with the 
spirit and purpose of the occasion.” 
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The Judge Advocate General has rendered an interest- 
ing opinion on the question of fraudulent enlistments in 
the Army, with particular reference to minors whose par- 
ents demand their release from the Service. General 
Davis says: “The Circular of March 28, 1904, addressed 
to all recruiting officers, is obviously intended as a guide 
te them in relation to the policy of the Department and 
in order that they may warn recruits as to what they may 
expect should they fraudulently enlist as minors. Where 
a fraudulent enlistment is discovered the Department may 
cause the discharge without honor of the recruit or his 
trial by court-martial. The Department announces 
through the Circular that its policy will be to try all such 
fraudulent recruits. The recruit so tried may be sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge. Should the sentence 
of the court not, however, include dishonorable discharge 
but confinement or forfeiture only, it is entirely within 
the power of the Secretary of War, if the parents or the 
guardian of the minor still request his release from the 
military service, to abrogate the contract entered into 
by the United States, by giving him a discharge. The 
discharge given in this case should be a discharge without 
honor, It is well settled that a discharge without honor 
is not a punishment.” 





Carrying out the recommendations of the Engineer-in- 
Chief of the Navy, Ensign J. M. Caffery, U.S.N., has been 
detailed for duty on board the Detroit in charge of the 
engineering department of that vessel. Within the next 
three years it is understood that the Secretary of the 
Navy will have at his command a body of young, intelli- 
gent officers, who, by reason of engineering experience on 
beard naval ships afloat, will be thoroughly competent to 


-take charge of the engineer departments of any of our 


vessels in commission. These officers, while they will not 
be competent to direct shop work and have had no real 
training in the actual fabrication of machinery, will be 
fitted by habits of command and executive experience in 
charge of engine rooms to perform all of the onerous du- 
ties pertaining to the engineer of a ship with about the 
same proficiency as has been displayed by those officers 
who have passed through the machine shop and the fire 
room. Discretion and the ability to direct men counts for 
as much as engineering ability afloat. 


The transport Logan arrived at San Francisco, Cal., 
May 18, from Manila and Nagasaki, bringing home the 
13th Cavalry after two years in the Philippines. On 
board were Brig. Gen. W. S. McCaskey, U.S.A., who 
has been in charge of the post of Manila and now goes 
to Denver to take command of the Department of Colo- 
rado, and Brig. Gen. F. U. Robinson, recently promoted 
and retired. The headquarters and 2d Squadron of the 
13th Cavalry go to Fort Myer, and the 1st Sqsdron to 
Fort Riley. 
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In its May number the Navy League Journal makes 
an earnest appeal for vigorous and concerted effort for 
the development of the Naval Militia. What is needed, 
it points out, is harmonious co-operation on the part of 
the Navy Department, the State and municipal au- 
thorities, the officers of the Navy, and the Naval Militia 
itself. At present this co-operation is lacking; there 
is no settled plan to work on and nobody appears to know 
exactly what to do. “As for the Naval Militia bodies 
themselves,” -says our contemporary, “whether it be their 
fault or not, they are not up to their maximum numerical 
strength. Some of the leading battalions do not now 
muster nearly as many men as they did at the outbreak 
of the war in 1 The total efficent strength to-da 
is probably not above one-half of the available atiength 
in 1898. Vet the Naval Militia drills and exercises are 
very attractive to young men, and recruiting is an easy 
task when a definite policy is adopted and a program of 
progressive drills becomes practicable. All of this we 
believe the Naval Militia will soon get, for the Hon. 
Truman H. Newberry, who is to take office as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, is not only a business man who 
has owned, managed, and even navigated vessels, but 
he has been an efficient and enthusiastic Naval Militia- 
man, serving with his battalion in peace and in war, 
and knows not only the great importance to the Navy of 
a trained reserve force, but what details are necessary. 
to its formation and growth.” 
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An interesting reminder of the Spanish War appears 
in a letter written by the late Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, 
U.S.A., to the Hon. William E. Chandler, of New Hamp- 
shire, on May 5, 1898, At the time the letter was written 
the Government was under severe criticism in various 
quarters for its refusal to order a naval attack on the 
city of Havana. Among those who believed that such an 
attack should be made by the fleet under the command of 
the late Rear Admiral William T. Sampson was Senator 
Chandler, who privately asked for the opinion of General 
Lee. To that invitation General Lee, who, while serving 
as American Consul General at Havana, had made a 
careful study of the fortifications at that port, replied as 
follows: “Permit me*to say, confidentially, that I agree 
with you in deploring the time consumed in preparations 
to capture Havana, because the delay is killing by starva- 
tion the innocent victims of the war. In my opinion, 
Sampson can lay some of his ships west of the most west- 
ern guns of the batteries along the ocean shore west of 
Havana and, by an enfilade fire, demolish them all in a 
few hours with but little damage to the city. The Morro 
Castle can be knocked into a rubbish pile in an hour after 
the batteries have been silenced. Sampson would 
only then have to demand the surrender of the city, and 
would get it. A force of 25,000 or 30,000 American sol- 
diers could be landed as an army of occupation to pre- 
serve peace and protect the rights of all during the tran- 
sition period. And, behold, the problem is solved. All of 
which can be done by the first of June.” 
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The District Sentinel, published at Fort Williams, Me., 
presents another claimant for the honor of being the 
youngest soldier enlisted during the Civil War. This is 
John McDenald, who was enlisted as a drummer boy 
when he was just ten years old. Johnnie’s father, an old 
soldier, was a non-commissioned officer in Battery H, 3d 
Artillery. John, at that time a freckled-faced little boy of 
about five or six years of age, wearing dresses, could he 
seen at any time with two sticks in his hands drumming 
on boxes and benches. Some of the men provided him 
with a drum some two or three sizes too large for him; 
this made him a happy boy indeed, and he soon was able 
to play the different calls and marches as well as old mu- 
sicians. This led to his enlistment by Captain Winden, 
of the 3d Artillery, at Alcatraz Island, Cal., March 10, 
1862. John was discharged by expiration of term of 
service, March 10, 1865, from the 2d Artillery. Re-en- 
listed in the same regiment March 11, 1865, and subse- 
quently transferred to Batteries B, K, and BE, 2d Ar- 
tillery, and discharged March 11, 1868. In 1877 he 
turned up in Idaho as a trumpeter in Troop C, 1st U. 
S. Cavalry, having enlisted and been assigned to that 
troop in October, 1876. During the summer of 1877, he 
tcok part in the Nex Percés campaign against the In- 
dians, under Chief Joseph and White Bird. 


However widely the critics may differ in their opinions 
as to the methods and fighting ability of the Japanese 
soldier, all hands must agree that his powers of endur- 
anee have been fully demonstrated in the present war, 
and for that reason the character and preparation of 
his subsistence are matters of real interest to other 
armies. Some helpful information on this question is 
given in a letter published in London Truth. Accord- 
ing to that authority, the regular ration of the Japanese 
troops consists of rice and dried fish. The rice is 
boiled until it becomes thick and glutinous, and is then 
rolled out and cut into squares, which are placed in the 
sun, where they bake until they are as hard as sea 
biscuit. Being light in weight, they are easily stored, 
and do not absorb moisture from the air. To prepare 
the ration, the soldier places one or more of these 
squares in boiling water, adds the dried fish, and in a 
few minutes he has a generous quantity of thick, pala- 
table soup which is said to be highly nutritious. If 
hot water is not obtainable, he eats his rice cake in the 
dry form, and if fruit can be had he substitutes it for 
the fish. His subsistence costs the government ten 
cents a day, and he asks for nothing more, 
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There is much concern in government circles in London 
over the practice of granting pilotage certificates to mas- 
ters and mates of alien vessels, enabling them to pilot 
their ships into and out of British ports. It is pointed 
out that in the event of war these alien pilots would be 
highly useful to the enemy’s fleets, and would doubtless 
be employed to guide any hostile squadron attempting a 
descent upon the British coast. It appears from an offi- 
cial return that in January of the present year no fewer 
than fifty-nine masters and mates of foreign ships held 
pilotage certificates for the Thames ports alone, of whom 
there were eight Germans, thirty Dutch, three Russians, 
two Belgians, three Danes and thirteen Swedes. It is 
held that, inasmuch as no country grants pilotage certifi- 
cates to British masters or mates, the British government 
should refuse to grant such certificates to aliens. The 
possible employment of alien pilots by the enemy has 
aroused so much anxiety in England that the matter will 
probably be submitted to parliament with a demand for 
immediate legislation. That England should have so 
long neglected a precautionary measure of such impor- 
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tance is as strange as the fact that as recently as five 
years ago sixteen British battleships were armed with 
muzzle-loading guns.

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The Reina Mercedes arrived at Newport, R.I., May 
21 from Portsmouth, N.H., in tow of tugs Hercules and 
Uncas. The vessel looks more like an enlarged house- 
boat, being completely housed over from stern to stem, 


with spar masts for signal service and no smoke stacks, 
her engines having been removed while undergoing re- 
pairs at the navy yard. She is painted white. The 
Reina Mercedes was captured from Spain during the 
war of 1898. She is an unarmored steel vessel of the 
cruiser class, and is of 3,090 tons displacement. She is 
280 feet on the water line, forty-three beam and nineteen 
feet depth, with a normal coal capacity of 600 tons. 
The Reina Mercedes has been in the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard for nearly five years, undergoing repairs costing 
$145,000, and is now said to be one of the best-equipped 
receivingships in the United States Navy. The vessel 
will be moored at the wharf on the east side of the 
Naval Training Station, in the berth occupied for many 
years by the Constellation, the latter going to the harbor 
on the west side of the island, near the new barracks.

From an officer of the British army traveling in Ger- 
many the editor of the Military Mail of London has re- 
ceived a description of what he pronounces “the finest 
gun that has yet been invented.” “As my correspoudent 
is a gunner of many years’ service,” says the editor of 
our London contemporary, ‘“‘he should know what he is 
talking about. The weapon to which he refers is a new 
pattern Krupp with which extensive trials have just 
been conducted. ’'he bore is 8-centimeter, and both in ra- 
pidity of fire and accuracy of aim it is said to surpass 
anything that has hitherto been produced. The arrange- 
ments for taking up the recoil are of entirely new pat- 
tern, and are said to be very effective. For its size the 
gun is remarkably light, and, says my friend, is a good 
deal in advance of the weapon with which we are now 
re-arming our field artillery. Further details respecting 
this weapon will be awaited with interest in this country, 
and it is to be hoped that the War Office has taken steps 
to purchase at least a specimen weapon.” :

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In the course of the next few months the Navy Depart- 
ment will be enabled to increase the force on the Asiatic 
Station, available for river and coast service, by the ad- 
dition of the gunboat Dubuque, which has been accepted, 
and will be commissioned at once. On her trials off 
Newport, R.I., the Dubuque averaged something over 
a half a knot an hour in excess of the speed requirement 
of the contract. She is of 1,085 tons displacement, has 
engines of 1,000 I.H.P., is supplied with twin screws, and 
was built by the Gas Engine and Power Company, Morris 
fleights, N.Y.

The conclusion of the ordnance experts appears to be 
that the wobbling of the projectiles fired from our new 
naval guns is due to defects in the loading at the maga- 
zines. This is the conclusion of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance after_an_ investigation by Comdr. A. M. 
Knight and Prof. Philip R. Alger. The projectiles al- 
ready issued will be withdrawn gradually and the defect 
in them corrected. It was found that the same result was 
obtained with Navy projectiles fired from Army guns at 
Sandy Hook as when they were used in Navy guns.

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Three British warships recently appeared off Bahrein, 
in the Persian’ Gulf, fully prepared for action. The 
visit, says the Lahore Civil and Military Gazette, was 
made with the object of obtaining satisfaction from the 
Sheikh of Bahrein for assaults on foreign subjects com- 
mitted by the followers of the minor sheikhs in October 
last. It was only by taking the British Resident’s ad- 
vice at the last moment that the sheikh saved himself 
from drastic measures.

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The forward turret of the U.S.S. Connecticut, which 
weighs some eighty tons, was lifted from the wharf to 
the deck of the vessel on May 16 by the big traveling 
crane in eight minutes. On May 23 the new Connecti- 
cut was taken out of drydock at noon, and within an 
hour and a half from the time she was floated her after 
turret for the twelve-inch guns was put in and success- 
fully operated in a test.

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Pouring oil upon troubled waters is easy enough ex- 
cept ahead of the vessel, where most wanted. Shells 
filled with oil, and fitted with an explosive portion and 
detonator or time fuse, fired from a cannon, have given 
but indifferent results, and they are now superseded by 
hollow wooden projectiles, with one end covered by a 
waterproof fabric, or even stout paper, that yields on 
impact and allows the oil to escape.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila press despatches of May 22 report that a 
pulajane stronghold at Maytoon, in the Island of Sanar, 
was destroyed on May 17 by a constabulary force under 
the command of Colonel Wallace, of the constabulary, 
who was severely wounded during the fighting. One 
private of the constabulary was killed, as were many 
of the outlaws. In response to a request from Colonel 
Wallace for assistance, two companies of the 21st U.S. 
Infantry and one company of the 6th U.S. Infantry have 
been sent from Catbalogan, Samar, to reinforce the con- 
stabulary. On the advice of Capt. Henry T. Allen, 
U.S.A., Brigadier General and Chief of the Philippine 
Constabulary, the civil authorities of the Philippines 
have asked Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., com- 
manding the Philippines Division, to assume control of 
operations against the outlaws in Samar. In compliance 
with that uest, General Corbin has placed Brig. Gen. 
William H. Carter, U.S.A., commanding the Department 
of the Visayas, in command of the disaffected districts, 
and future operations will be conducted by him. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Mindanao, cabled from Dumaguette to the 
Division Commander, May 14, as follows: “Returned to 
Zamboanga yesterday. Troops sent to Jolo are being 
returned to stations as rapidly as possible. Moro outla 
who have been raiding and killing in Borneo, were kille: 
in action, together with all their principal supporters and 
followers, sultan, with all large chiefs; but the island 
is in no way involved. Purely an a gation of pirat- 
ical outlaws, disorderly characters from Sulu and the 
other islands stretching down to Borneo. Positions se- 
lected by outlaws for defense were situated in almost 
impenetrable jungles and were exceedingly strong, pro- 
hibiting use of Artillery, necessitating close contact and 
assault in two instances. Casualties, nine enlisted killed 
and twenty enlisted wounded; two constabulary killed, 
chree wounded, during the ten days’ operations. All 
wounded doing well, and all expected to recover; bulk 
of wounds, not serious. Troops behaved splendidly and 
performed this ie difficult service in a highly credit- 
able manner. ll report will be forwarded. General 
breakdown of the cable, combined with use of water 
transportation at Jolo, and in aiding Buford, prevented 
sending despatch earlier.” 

Pedro Ramos, the leader of the ladrones in Cavite 
province, living on the Roxas hacienda, has surrendered 
to the constabulary after a-prolonged resistance. He 
was the chief outlaw in Cavite province. It is believed 
that his holding out so long was due to his receiving as- 
sistance from the hacienderos. The principal cause of 
his surrender was the arrest of Senor Roxas, who is a 
millionaire. 

The conservative wing of the Federal party of the 
Philippines has adopted a platform which indorses Secre- 
tary Taft’s policy, calls for a general assembly in 1906, 
claims that it was no fault of the islands that the census 
returns were delayed for eight months, asks for the ad- 
dition of-two natives to the island commissioners, asks 
for the reorganization of the municipal board and the 
representation of business and other interests and urges 
the reduction of the constabulary to one-half the present 
force. The Radical wing has recommended the reorgan- 
ization of the party under the name “Partido Evolucionis- 
tn Independente,” and declares that by reason of their 
rapid development the people are looking for complete 
independence at an early date and the separation of the 
legislative from the executive branches of the island gov- 
ernment, 

Cosme Caro, one of the most bloodthirsty and desperate 
of the ladrone chiefs in the Province of Cavite, was 
killed in a fight at Tres Cruces on April 14 between his 
band and a detachment of fourteen men of the 2d U.S. 
Cavalry, under the command of Lieut. Frederick HE. 
Shnyder. The encounter with Caro’s band occurred 
about eleven o’clock at night. The Cavalry detachment 
was lying alongside the trail when Caro, with about 
twenty-five men, passed. They were challenged by the 
Cavalry men, who, owing to the darkness, were unable , 
to determine the identity of the band. It was at first ‘ 
thought that it was either Constabulary or Scouts, but 
this was disproved by the party responding to the chal- 
lenge with a volley. The fire was returned and the . 
ladrones were driven off. As they retreated the members 
of the band missed their leader, and ignorant of his 
death, they kept calling, “Caro, Caro!” But the outlaw 
leader was lying on the ground, pierced through and 
through with a bullet from a Krag carbine. His body 
was discovered immediately after the fight and was taken 
to Malabon, where it was identified by many persons 
including ex-Governor Trias and his wife, the latter hav- 
ing been Caro’s captive for some time after the famous 
raid on Malabon. Caro had in his possession when 
killed a rain coat and a pair of leggings, which had been 
stolen from Senor Trias during that raid. 

Manila despatches of May 24 state that the Navy will 
co-operate with the Army in suppressing the outbreak in 
Samar, and that the U.S.S. El Cano, Lieut. Comdr. Hugh 
Rodman, U.S.N., commanding, sailed for Licilo, Island 
of Panay, headquarters of the Department of the Vis- 
ayas, to consult with General Carter regarding the dispo- 
sition of the musquito fleet in the waters of Samar. 
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THE .38-CALIBER REVOLVER. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is doubtful is there is any subject pertaining to arms 
and equipment, concerning which there is such unanimity 
of opinion among those having personal experience or 
personal observation of its use and effects as exists in the 
Service to-day concerning the pitiful inefficiency of the 
.38-caliber revolver. Report after report has been made 
to the effect that the hombre was shot five times in the 
chest with the service pistol and still had strength enough 
to close. e, all of us, remember the gallant officer on 
the Dap-dap, who received a crippling blow in the leg 
from a bolero who had received two mortal wounds. Three 
men in one troop lost life or limb because they were 
either unable to get their weapons out of the pocket edi- 
tion safety deposit vaults in which they are hung, or the 
subsequent anneyance and irritation their fire caused the 
savage adversaries before the quietus. 

In September, 1903, the chief umpire at the West 
Point, Ky., maneuvers, Col. Arthur L. Wagner, in sum- 
ming up the results of the discussion there among the 
officers participating, reported that if the pistol be re- 
tained, its caliber should be increased to .45.

As to the holster, its utility depends entirely on the 
view on the subject to be attained by its use. If it is 
regarded as a means of tion of a valuable 
weapon from one point to another with security against 
accidental fall or inclemencies of rain and weather or the 
efforts of pickpockets or other rude night thieves—well, 
it is ideal, that is all there is to it. The man who hikes 
in the chaparral or follows the trail through the cogon 
grass is apt to take the view, however, that a pistol is a 
thing that is wanted pretty d—— bad, and a whole lot 
quicker than that even, or it is not wanted at all, and he 
does not evolve much enthusiasm over the element of se- 
curity to a $12.13 weapon as set against his personal 
security and he is even apt to think that he can clean u 
any dirt or water on a pistol as well as on his Krag. It 
is rather corrupting to pure English expression to at- 
tempt to go through the required evolutions of unbutton- 
ing the flap, turning the back of the hand to the body, etc., 
with room to only get half a clasp on the butt and a belt 
that is willing to follow the holster up under the armpit, 
while the little brown friend comes bouncing along, six 
feet at a jump, with a pleased smile of anticipation on 
his kindly little face, and a half yard of steel playfully 
waving over his head. The result is that the troop sad- 
dier makes a “business holster” on the cowboy pattern 
with a thigh string and a slack belt for all the men with 
interest enough in home and mother to put up fifty cents; 
most officers send to the Maestranza at Manila for an 
epen holster, and the issue holster is laid away for drills 
and inspections. 

It is passing strange that the nation which has evolved 
the most perfect, quickest, and most deadly form of per- 
sonal encounter known to the race, should have omitted 
from its military equipment the two distinctive articles 
of the equipment of the “two-gun man,” namely the 
heavy caliber pistol and the open holster with the thigh- 
thong and slack belt hung so that the butt struck the heel 
of the hand as it swung naturally. 

If the Manchurian campaign is conclusive as to the fu- 
ture of close fighting let us have the distinctive American 
method of meeting the contingency and issue a brace of 
heavy revolvers to the officer, with ammunition to corres- 
pond, instead of the proposed heavy, leg-tripping nuisance 
of a sword. Does anyone with any experience with the 
speed and accuracy of the frontier shooting have any 
doubt as to the result of an encounter between a “two- 
gun man” of the William Hickok or Ben Thompson 
stamp and a half dozen bayonet or swordsmen of the 
present combatants? Can the issue of an encounter be- 
tween any individual so armed and possessing the average 
American capacity and practice with fire-arms, and a 
man depending on cold steel, be questioned? This is 
proven every week along our Rio Grande frontier. 

Let us lay the nice, humane, lady-like .38 on the shelf 
anyway, and have a man’s size “gun” in a “business” hol- 
ster to keep company for the excellent new rifle. Boards 
are promptly convened to look into and test in a scientific 
manner every feature of the new rifle from the sights to 
muzzle cover and bayonets; can not a board investigate 
this vital issue? If there are not enough martyrs yet 
fallen to the shrine of the .38 to bring it up for trial and 
conviction without further action from the line, surely if 
one-tenth of the officers interested will report to the 
ae authority their experience and observation of the 
inefficiency of that weapon, it will result in bringing the 
matter before a board, and that quickly.

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A SCHEME FOR NAVAL PROMOTION. 

Lieut. Ridley McLean, U.S.N., of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, read a paper on “Promotion by Selection” before 
the Naval Institute at its meeing at Annapolis May 12, in 
which, at the close of an argument in favor of selection, 
he presented the following scheme: 

“1. Promote officers in order of seniority until they at- 
tain the rank of lieutenant. 

“2. Promotions from the grade of lieutenant, lieuten- 
ant commander, commander, to be made by selection from 
among the upper half of the list of officers in these re- 
spective grades. Officers attaining a certain age (which 
should be fairly well advanced, since we wish to utilize 
their services as long as practicable) to be placed on the 
retired list for age in the same way they are now retired 
at sixty-two. Officers who are eligible and who have been 
passed over, say, for five years, to have less important 
duties, while the personnel of the battleship squadrons 
would be made up of officers whose chances for selection 
were still good. (This to minimize the theoretical effects 
of heart burning and disaffection. ) 

“3. No officer of these grades will be promoted to the 
next higher grade except those who have been selected by 
two boards composed of officers senior to them in rank 
in the manner hereinafter described. The names so se- 
lected will be submitted by said boards to the President, 
who will, if he approves, promote them to the next higher 
grade by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

“4. Should the President not approve of any one or 
more of the names submitted, he will return the recom- 
mendation to the boards, who will, in similar manner, 
nominate other officers selected in the prescribed manner 
to replace the names of those which were not approved 
by the President. 

“5. The Boards on Promotion will be convened twice a 
year or more frequently if necessary. 

“6. Both commanding and executive officers will sub- 
mit regular reports on officers their junior, and these re- 
ports shall include a reply, on oath, to the following ques- 
tion: ‘If ten officers of his grade were to be selected for 
promotion, would you recommend this officer for selec- 
tion? If twenty were to be selected, would you recom- 
mend him for selection? 

“7. The boards will be governed entirely by the re- 
ports, but will give necessary weight to the personality 
of the officer making the report, and when recommenda- 
tions and other features are equal, giving preference to 
the senior. 

“8. Each member of the junior board will carefully ex- 
amine all the reports of each officer of the upper half of 
the grade, and, supposing ten are to be promoted, each 
will make out a list of the fifty officers whom he consid- 
ers best qualified for promotion. The members will then 
come together, tally their individual votes, and as a board 
agree on forty names out of the upper half, then arrange 
those names in the order in which that board recommends 
them for selection. The lower half of the list is then cut 
off and the first twenty names forwarded, without being 
in order, to the senior board. This board is limited in its 
nominations to these twenty names. Each member will, 
after careful examination of the reports of these twenty 
officers, arrange them in the order he regards them best 
qualified. The board then assembles, tallies and arranges 
the names in the order which the board finds them best 
qualified. The first ten names are taken and submitted 
in proper order to the President of the United States.” 

As to the relative merits of selecting up and selecting 





ize that selecting out is absolutely contrary to the 
principles of human nature, while sel up is directly 
in accord with it. It is the difference in case of say-

Some 
anti-selectionists say: ‘Let the board have authority in- 
stead of throwing a man out to leave him on the list, so 
he won’t be out in the world, and take the next man who 
is qualified.’ My reply to that is ‘Assuredly!’ for the 
man who makes such a suggestion is a selectionist pure 
and simple without knowing it.” 
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HOMES FOR THE SOLDIERS. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In view of the frequent and enlightening discussions of 
the canteen question, I have the honor to call your at- 
tention to a further step in the welfare of the enlisted 


man. 

The post exchange, the Soldiers’ Club of the days be- 
fore the Spanish War, evoluted from the old post traders’ 
store of the plains Army post, where there was no place 
to go but out. Now-a-days the outside conditions have 
changed; there are towns and cities in the vicinity of 
nearly every Army post. When the soldier goes on pass 
it is to the city for his fling. There should, of course, 
be some sort of club, a comforting place on the post, but 
what is needed now more than the right to sell beer on 
the post is a place to foregather in the nearby city. The 
officer has the houses of his friends, the clubs. and the so- 
cial doings, which give him the chance for enjoyment and 
the atmosphere of homés, but the only places where the 
soldier is welcomed are the bar-rooms and houses of ill- 
repute. For the time being an effort might be made by the 
officers of such posts to have the present advantages of 
the Y.M.C.A. buildings and gymnasiums open to all ‘sol- 
diers, but as soldiers are clannish, some concerted and of- 
ficial action, if possible, should be made to provide, cer- 
tainly, in the large cities, such as Manila, New York, San 
Francisco, Washington, soldiers’ clubs, meeting places for 
men out for a good time. : 

Congress has generously appropriated a large sum for 
a club at Fort McKinley outside of Manila, but if this 
institution were changed to the city it would mean much 
to the many soldiers always floating around Manila from 
Pasay, Santa Mesa and the many stationed in the city. 
I have in mind a successful and fine club in the center of 
Cairo for the British garrisons situated very much like 
those of Manila. The commanding general is president 
of the club, the Board of Governors composed of non- 
coms. and several privates. The non-coms. have their 
own reading, billiard and grill rooms, the privates theirs 
with baths and lodging rooms. A tea room is even pro- 
vided for men and their wives and sweethearts. Such a 
club with good and cheery drinking rooms could be pro- 
vided and the canteen restrictions enforced by Congress 
on posts would not bother, for the clubs would be off of 
military reservations. Lord Roberts, as the head of the 
temperance movement in the British army, led the way 
for these institutions in garrisoned towns of India, and 
the experiment with its good influences and the feeling 
of independence given the men has worked wonders. 

Much good has been done by broad-minded women at 
Governors Island and other posts around New York, 
where the soldiers are at home and under control. — How 
much more might be done when they are on pass in the 
great city.

To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
teferring to the many desertions from the Army and 
the many erroneous reasons alleged therefor, and as an 
experiment which I am sure would reduce the same to 
a great extent, I am of the firm opinion that if the many 
deductions from the pay of the enlisted men by summary 
court were not forever forfeited, but simply “detained” as 
in former years, to be paid to them on discharge, the 
knowledge of that fact would deter many a man from de- 
serting, who deserts now so readily, when part of his lit- 
tle $13 per is taken away from him and he realizes that 
he has been soldiering for a dead horse, and that the same 
thing will occur to him again and again for some minor 
infractions of the holy blue book. Another thing that 
makes men desert the Army is the ration, especially so 
much of it as pertains to the issue of beef, to which the 
Army is wholly restricted, unless lamb, mutton and veal 
can be purchased at the same price, which in the vicinity 
of the majority of our military posts is impossible. Com; 
pany commanders can, it is true, save their companies 
beef and purchase mutton, lamb or veal by paying the 
difference in the price, but how many of them are willing 
to do this, and how often during the year do they do this? 
The consequence is that we have roast beef, boiled beef, 
stewed beef, hash and so-called stew (although the Army 
has another name for the latter), year in and year out 
until we are sick and tired of it, varied by the addition 
of bacon, three days out of every ten, or so-called (gold 
fish) salmon. There is no reason in my opinion why our 
Army should not be furnished with lamb, mutton and 
veal (if not by the Beef Trust, let the Government sup- 
ply it on the hoof,-and do its own slaughtering), so that 
we soldiers can live the same as any other people of this 
great and glorious country, of which it is presumed we 
are neither aliens nor serfs. MEN.

I have read with considerable interest your article on 
page 976 of the last issue of the JOURNAL, anent the 
omission of a substitute for the old right forward, fours 
right, in the new Drill Regulations. The convenience of 
the old movement, I think, will go unquestioned and I 
think all will appreciate Captain Craighill’s efforts at 
solving the problem. However, with all due deference to 
him, it strikes me that he has gone round Robin Hood’s 
barn to arrive at a solution of the problem. His move- 
ment involves a multiplicity of commands, it is heavy and 
cumbersome and it doesn’t work well in actual practice. 

I give below the commands and explanation of a sub- 
stitute that I have tried with good effect. I think any of- 











charm. It has also the virtue of simplicity. 

Being in line to form or march in column of 8 to 
the front. Being at a halt or in march: 1. it for- 
ward; 2. Squads right ; 3, March; 4. Full step; 5. March. 
At the preparatory command the rear rank of the first 
squad closes to facing distance. At the command March 
both ranks move straight to the front for four full steps, 
when they ‘ake up the mark time. The remaini uads 
execute Squads Right. At the command, 4. F tep ; 
5. March, all move forward at full step, the rear rank of 
the first squad falling back to forty inches and the re- 
maining squads charging direction to the left in trace of 
the first squad. It should be explained, perhaps, that 
the rear rank of the first squad gains its distance of forty 
inches at the command 4. Full step; 5. March, by taking 
the half step until the distance is gained. is corres- 
ponds exactly with the movement of each pivot man in 
the change of direction of the squads following.

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GENERAL AINSWORTH NEVER MISTAKEN.

In an editorial which appeared in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of May 6, 1905, it is stated that the name of 


Brig. Gen. Stephen Elliott, jr., of the Confederate Army, 
appears in “Fox’s Regimental Losses,” as having been 
killed in action, and that no mention is made of his death 
in battle by the Military Secretary, General Ainsworth 
in his pamphlet. The following information received 
from a brother of General Elliott is respectifully submit- 
ted for your information : 
- “If General Ainsworth ever made a mistake, it never 
has been found out, as yet. Gen. Stephen Elliott, jr., 
died in South Carolina, Feb. 21, 1866, and is buried at 
his home in Beaufort, S.C.”

[Fox’s records were evidently made up from imperfect 
data and our quotation from his book was not intended 
to discredit in any way the full and exact report of Gen- 
eral Ainsworth, which is based upon the official data in 
his possession. Stephen Elliott, jr., was not appointed a 
brigadier general in the Confederate Army until May 28, 
1864, and he was included in the surrender of Johnston’s 
army, April 26, 1865.]

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Much interest is being taken in England in the ques- 
tion of improving the soldier’s dietary, and commanding 
officers all over the kingdom are exerting themselves 


to improve the system of messing, which, as they agree 
in acknowledging, has hitherto been most wasteful and 
faulty in the extreme. The United Service Gazette 
says: “At Aldershot especially, the matter has been 
taken up in a very practical manner by general officers 
commanding divisions and brigades, who, realizing what 
little help there was to be gained in this direction from 
the School of Cookery, have sought the assistance of 
civilian canteen contractors, who, being accustomed to 
cater economically for large numbers, have gained the 
experience and knowledge essential to the success of 
any real reform that is to be effected in the- soldier’s 
food.” 


A new process of manufacturing fluid steel has just 
been introduced by a Glasgow firm, by which, it is stated, 
most of the “defects in steel manufacture are avoided. 
The inventors claim that the new process will establish 
a new era in gun manufacture. 


Sir John Wolfe-Barry, the eminent English engineer, 
gives it as his opinion that every able man, rich or 
poor, should be compelled to serve in England’s home 
army, somewhat in the manner adopted by the Swiss. 
In Switzerland every able-bodied man must serve, each 
infantryman undergoing annual military training for a 
period of sixty days in his twenty-first year, and for 
eighteen days in subsequent alternate years up to the 
age of thirty-three. 


The Southwest African campaign has so far cost the 
Germans 937 men killed and 439 wounded. 


Probably the youngest general in the world is a 
nephew of the late Shah of Persia, a boy not yet four- 
teen years old. He holds the rank of full general in 
the Persian army. 


Defenses of quite a novel character are being pro- 
vided for Dover Admiralty harbor in war time. Into 
each of the pier heads have been built several hawse- 
pipes, and in the pier heads themselves are to be built 
rooms in which there will be machinery for hauling taut 
tremendous wire hawsers that will pass across the twe 
entrances from these hawse-pipes. By this means it 
will be impossible for any hostile submarine or torpedo- 
boat to gain entrance into the harbor. 


The British Admiralty is stated to be in possession of 
an invention whereby wireless telegraphy can be ap- 
plied to submarine signaling. 


Until the time of Charles XII. of Sweden, the artillery 
was not considered a part of the Swedish army; men 
serving in it were not soldiers, but were regarded as 
mechanics; the officers had no army rank. Charles XII. 
gave artillery officers a rank, and regularly organized 
the artillery into companies. 


During the past ten years England has increased her 
naval and military estimates by $195,600,000, France by 
$16,000,000, Russia by $70,000,000, Germany by $59,- 
500,000, and the United States by $126,000,000. Italy 
alone has not increased her military expenditure. She 
has indeed reduced the total by $17,200,000. 


Attached to a goat, a new bullet-proof shield, the 
composition of which is a secret, has been tried by the 
Swiss military department with satisfactory results, it is 
stated—except, perhaps, to the goat. 


Telling in the Revue des Deux Mondes of his observa- 
tions in revisiting Japan in 1901-1902, after the lapse of 
fifteen years, Pierre Loti says: ‘These little people, 
proud and mysterious, hide under their gracious exterior 
a furious hatred of the white race.’”’ The French sailors 
found the Japanese wonderfully dexterous dentists, and 
M. Loti said that the tools of war would become terrible 
playthings in the quick and sure hands of the Japanese. 
He predicts sad things of the march of progress in Ja- 
pan; already, alcohol is doing its work among a people 
hitherto sober, from father to son. “Taxes are being 
raised to pay for battleships and cannon, and soon they 
will be sent by millions to strew with their corpses the 
plains of Manchuria. ‘Poor little Se peasants!’ ” 
In view of the ironical amusement M. Loti found three 
years ago in the idea that these “tiny people” would at- 
tack ay Russians his estimate of them is somewhat dis- 
credited.

IMPORTANCE OF FIELD INTRENCHMENTS. 
Wé have receivéd the full text of a mitiioratidum of the 


Getieral Staff upoh thé subject of a new iiitretiching 


tool. It gives the repért of the Chitf of Hrigineéis, under 
date of March 14, 1905, in whith hé reéaciies the con- 
clusion that the proposed substitution of the rod bayonet 
would necessitate a reconsideration of tlie iritrencliiig 
equipment ; if it should prove as efficient for intrenchiiig 
as the knife bayonet, no change in the soldier’s equip- 
nent would be required. - Also that, while the knife 


bayonet is unsatisfactory as an intrenching tool, it is the 
only one that can be made available to the soldier with- 
out increasing his burden. To adopt a better tool would 
| between two and three pounds to the burden of the 
soldier. 

This report was returned with an endorsement by the 
Chief of Staff stating that it had been definitely decided 
to adopt the knife bayonet, but not as an intrenching 
tool, Major Butr was requested to produce a special 
recommendation for an intrenching tool. Major Burr re- 
plied, récommenditig the adoption of an equipment similar 
to that of thé Japanese, if the intretiching tool is to be 
cartied habitually on the person of the soldiers; if not, 
then aii equipment of the small shovels and pick mattocks 
with hand axés aid folding saws. } ‘ 

These reports were referred td a spécial comniitteé 
consisting of Majors Mallory and Gaillard, Captaits 
March, Muir, and McRae. To this committee the iiiterest- 
ing and valuable reports, which follow below; weré niad¢ 
by Captains March and Reichmann . 

The committee also considered the intrenching tool used 
in the Davis Pack, a model of which was examined ; also, 
the report of the Board of Ordnance and Fortification for 
1903 and 1904, giving the results of their experience with 
intrenching tools. . 

After considering the subject under various heads the 
committee reached these conclusions: 1. The committee 
is unanimously of the opinion that the intrenching tool 
should be carried on the person of the soldier; 2. A class 
of tools of size and weight for carrying on the person 
would be required different from those recommended by 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortification in its report of 
Jan, 8, 1903; 3. As to the best type of each the com- 
mittee récommerds that a pick mattock with twenty-two- 
inch hatidle atid weighing two pounds four ounces, more 
or less, be adopted. The committee say, in their report: 
“After consideriiig the various types of intrenching 
shovels and spadés before the committee, all were finally 
rejected except model No. 4, atid tiie German spade cap- 
turéd at Tieiitsin.. The model No. 4 is preferred to model 
No. 1, with the iron crutch handle, which is recommended 
by Major Butr, because it weighs less, and also for the 
reason that if the handle of No. 1 came off and was lost 
it would be practically impossible to use the shovel, 
while if the handle of No. 4 canie out atid was lost, the 
soldier cOuld always extempdrize a crosspiece to insert 
itt the eye of the handle. 

“It may be pointed out that the experiences of the most 
reécetit wai's—the Russo-Japanese war and the Boer war— 
lead to the conclusion that trenches, to be of value against 
moderii rifle arid artillery fire, must be of the kneeling or 
standitig type, and these cannot be constructed with any 
variety of knife intrenching tool, except with the greatest 
difficulty, Sexe : 

“The yvatious types of combination intrenching tool, 
bayonet and wire cutter, ete, ete, known to the commit- 
tee, while possessing merit as compared with the knife 
bayotiet alone used as an intrenching tool, cannot compete 
with the spade and pick as used under modern conditions 
of fire action, and it is confidently predicted that after the 
first experience the American soldier has in a great battle 
he will place his intrenching tool on a par with his arms 
and ammunition. ; 1 ‘ 

“The advantage of No. 4 rests in the superiority of its 
blade, and the crutch handle, for digging purposes, while 
the advantages of the German type are in the strength 
and simplicity of the handle, with consequent greater ease 
of carrying. After maturely considering the advantages 
of each of these types, the committee recommends the 
adoption of the model No. 4, it being considered that its 
superior capacity for digging outweighs any other ad- 
vantages that the German spade may possess. It is rec- 
ommended that a suitable carrier be constructed for this 
shovel, this matter to be taken up in connection with 
the subject of the proper pack to be carried by the sol- 
dier, as the place and method of carrying the shovel will 
depend upon the kind of pack adopted. : 

“The shovel recommended (No. 4) may be described as 
a remodeled picket shovel with wooden crutch handle, 
the top edge of the blade to be square and turned forward 
five-sixteenths of an inch, at right angles, to give better 
support for the foot: Weight, twenty-nine ounces; length 
over all, twenty-two inches; length of blade, eight inches ; 
width of blade, six and eleven-sixteenths; dish of blade, 
fifteen-sixteenths inches. f 

“The question of the proper carrier, and place of at- 
tachment of the pick mattock, should be considered in con- 
nection with carrying of clothing and other articles of 
equipment upon the person of the soldier, and it is so rec- 
ommended. ; 

“Tf an intrenching spade and pick mattock of the types 
proposed are adopted, it is manifest that_the Engineer 
equipment for the different arms of the Service recom- 
mended by the Board of Ordnance and Fortification, and 
approved by the Secretary of War, is in need of revision. 
It is not desirable to have a shovel and pick mattock 
intermediate between the types here proposed and the 
larger picks and shovels of commerce, which can be 
carried on the company transportation and used when 
conditions permit. sa 

“The type of hand axe recommended for adoption may 
be described as follows (model herewith) : Weight, twen- 
ty-eight ounces ; length over all, fifteen and a half inches. 
This is the standard quartermaster’s camp hatchet, and 
there are at present on hand in the depot at Philadelphia 
1,800 of them, enough to equip the entire infantry arm of 
the Service. The proper carrier of this axe should be 
determined by experiment, in connection with the ques- 
tion of the proper pack for the soldier, as in the case of 
the spade and pick mattock. Tt 

“The type of wire cutter recommended for adoption 
is known as the “Button Plier,” model herewith. This 
is ten inches long, weighs one pound, and costs thirty-five 
cents. A large number of these were used during the war 
with Spain, and the type is well known to the Ser- 
vice. The two-foot rule recommended is the ordinary 

olding two-foot rule of commerce. ’ 
, “Considering ‘what number of each shall be carried 
by a company? the committee recommends the following 
for a company of infantry on a war footing, or of any 
other arin serving as infantry: One two-foot rule, fold- 
ing, carried by first sergeant ; four hand axes, 28 oz., 15 
1-2 in. by one musician and three duty sergeants; three 
wire cutters, 1 Ib. 10 in., by three duty sergeants ; one 
pick mattock, 36 0z., 22 in., and three intrenching tools, 
20 oz., 22 in., to each squad. : : . 

“The scheme outlined above gives one relief through- 


out the organization for all tools, and it is ass:~\ed that 
the men would alternate daily in carrying them on the 
march, The duty sergeants might alternate in carrying 
the hand axes and the wire cutters as the weights differ. 
The scheme provides for responsibility for, and super- 
visioii Of, all tools, by an officer or non-commissioned 
officet: the corporal for the tools of his uad, the 
sergeatits foi the tools carried by themselves, and the com- 
mariding officer for the musician’s. 

“Special attention is invited to the reports of the 
military attachés with the Russian and Japanese armies, 
and also to the exttact from the report of Colonel Wag- 
ner, Chief Umpire, on the Maneuvers of 1903. 

“The. lying-down trench has been shown by practical 
experience in the Manchurian war to be of fittle or no 
value in modern fighting, and has been so reported by the 
observers on both sides. This fact has been of first im- 
portance in determining the type of intrenching tool to be 
recorhmended, 

“This committee has considered the question of the in- 
trenching tools to be carried on the person as one for the 
infantry arm of the Service alone. The report .. the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification, subject to the re- 
vision herein recommended, will provide the number of 
tools of all kinds suitable for other arms of the Service, 
and to be. carried on their transportation.” 

Following is the memorandum by Capt. P. C. March, 
General Staff, upon the use of the intrenching tool by the 
Japatiese army in the Russo-Japanese war: 

REPORTS OF CAPTAINS MARCH AND REICHMANN 


The spade and pick mattock are carried by them on 
the pack during marches. When an attack was to be 
made; the iiittrenching tools were taken from the packs, 
which were left behind under guard. The spades were 
slung to the belt, so that when the desired position 
was reached intrenchments could immediately be made. 
Sometimes, when a Russian trench was captured, the 
Japanese immediately shoveled the earth from one side 
to the other of the trench and used it against the original 
constructors, 

“On October 15, 1904, during the battle of the Shaho, 
I witnessed a practical exhibition of the Japanese use of 
the intrenching tools carried by the men. The 40th Regi- 
ment of the 10th Division, 4th Japanese Army, took a 
position along the crest of a hill near the river Sha, which 
marked the furthest position of the Japanese advance 
at that time, and on the front of the 4th Army. The 
Russians were visible in force immediately ia front of us 
and an attack was expected. The companies detailed to 
construct the trenches came up without arms and squatted 
on their haunches under cover on the reverse slope of the 
hill. Non-commissioned officers stepped forward from the 
companies, and threw themselves on their faces on the 
crest of the hill. They then worked themselves forward 
by their hands and feet until they arrived at a point 
where they could see all the ground in the immediate 
front,—no dead space,—and put a peg in the ground at 
that point. The pegs thus established were joined by 
marking a liae on the ground with the point of a pick. 
The men then came forward, working parties alternating 
with pick and intrenching spade, the files taking intervals 
from each other by extending hands at full length, each 
man covering that much of the line of the trench. While 
one relief was working the other men of the company 
remaine@? below the crest squatting on their haunches, and 
after the first batch had worked about five minutes, re- 
lieved them. 

“The soil had not been under cultivation and apparent- 
ly was virgin and hard. The trench was finished in twen- 
ty minutes and had the following cross-section, giving 
standing cover for the men: 


a a 


“The larger intrenching tools, such as the regular com- 
mercial pick and long-handled shovels, were carried on 
pack ponies with the battalion or regimental train, and 
were only used when jintrenchments or works of a more 
permanent character were constructed, and when they had 
plenty of time. 

“There has never been a great war in which intrench- 
ments have been used more than in this war. The whole 
of Manchuria passed over by the Japanese Ist Army, 
from the Yalu to the Shaho, was intrenched, and the army 
never took a position of any importance without intrench- 
ing immediately. 

“The Russians did exactly the same thing, and there 
was not a single fight of which I have knowledge that 
was not an attack against an intrenched position. These 
intrenchments were not rifle pits or lying-down trenches, 
but largely standing trenches, and, as time went on, 
still heavier intregehments affording overhead cover 
against artillery. It may be stated, generally, that hasty 
intrenchments or those affording only cover to a man 
lying down are utterly valueless against modern artillery 
fire. 

“My observations of the use of intrenchments in this 
war lead me to the opinion than an efficient and service- 
able intrenching equipment, consisting of spade and 
pick mattock, and carried on the man, is an absolute ne- 
cessity as a part of the equipment of the American 
Army.” 

The exceedingly interesting and important report of 
Capt. Carl Reichmann follows: 

I deem it of the utmost importance that our infantry 
be equipped with an efficient intrenching tool. In the 
war in the Far East, when the Russian soldier did not 
march and fight, he was digging intrenchments, and the 
‘same is probably true of the Japanese army. I doubt 
whether any part of the world was seamed with trenches 
as is Manchuria, and I know of no conflict in that war 
where the attacker was not confronted by substantial 
intrenchments, and there seemed to be plenty of time 
to construct them. The intrenchments which Kuropatkin 
caused to be constructed in the rear of his army, were 
built with Chinese labor. These intrenchments were 
part of his plan of a step-by-step defense without com- 
promising his army, while re-enforcements arrived from 
Siberia and later from Russia Kuropatkin did not in- 
tend to hold any position indefinitely. He was prepared 
to abandon them all one after the other, and to evacuate 
Liaoyang and even Mukden if he could not hold them 
without grave danger until sufficient re-enforcements 
should have arrived. 

The trenches in the immediate front of the enemy 
were laid out by the sapper officers and constructed by 
the troops under sapper soldiers, at the rate of four to 
an infantry company. These four sapper soldiers acted 
as foremen and saw that the technical details, dimen- 
sions, etc., were correct. Edch infantry company, say 
200 men, carry thirty light Linnemann spades .and twenty 
light axes. The remainder of the tools of each company, 

namely, sixteen heavy spades, eight heavy axes, three 
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mattocks, three pickaxes, and one crowbar, were carried 
in the divisional transport column. Thus for each in- 
fantry regiment (four battalions, 3,200 men), there were 
available 1,280 Linnemann spades, 320 light axes, 256 heavy 
spades, 128 heavy axes, forty-eight mattocks, forty-eight 
pickaxes, and sixteen crow bars. 

The Linnemann spade is so well known that it requires 
no description. It is carried in a leather case fastened 
to the soldier’s belt by two loops, and is suspended on 
his right side handle down. The handle of the spade is 
Straight, and while a curvature of the handle near the 
upper edge of the spade would make it a more efficient 
working tool, this advantage is evidently abandoned in 
favor of greater portability. 

We have had for years learned discussions in our Army 
about intrenching tools. We have boasted that, in the 
Civil War, we led the world in scientific military ac- 
quirements and in intrenching, but up to this date we 
have remained without an intrenching tool, largely _be- 
cause every officer invented the only tool fit for our Army 
and insisted upon its being adopted to the exclusion of 
others. In most cases the inventor sought to combine in 
his tool all sorts of virtues that have little, if anything, 
to do with intrenching. In military equipments any com- 
bination tool should be rejected on general principles. 
When we want an intrenching tool we want an intrench- 
ing tool and not a bayonet. I believe the perspective of 
most of our officers was dwarfed because most of them 
did not know military operations on a large scale. They 
did know smaller operations and they did know practical 
maneuvers on a small scale. It is the result of our mili- 
tary conditions, which have ever called for so many gar- 
risons that they had. naturally to be small ones. When 
such a small command carried out maneuvers on prac- 
tically unlimited ground there was, of course, a great 
field for individual initiative of the officers, but where 
the command forms a small part of the vast mass this 
individual initiative will find itself sharply hemmed in. 
It is a very good sign for an army to have its officers 
think for themselves, particularly the younger ones. This 
mental initiative is a powerful factor, but which must not 
be allowed to outrun practical experience. We have now 
a General Staff, which is quite able and prepared to 
overhaul all the ideas and suggestions emanating from 
the Army, draw conclusions therefrom, and decide what 
is practicable and what shall ve done with it. There has 
been in our Army about such things a democratic spirit 
that is a positive disadvantage. Now, that our country 
has become a world power and must be prepared to con- 
front suddenly all sorts of conditions, this army democ- 
racy must stop. Our officers have claimed that our sol- 
diers will not carry any intrenching tools. I am positive 
that our soldiers will carry the intrenching tool just as 
soon as our officers make up their minds that the soldier 
shall carry it. I know my company would carry it, and 
I know that all companies would carry it, if compelled by 
their officers, and I feel safe in saying that all would 
lovingly cling to their spade after their first acquaintance 
with half a dozen batteries of the enemy. The almost °* 
total absence of the artillery feature from our greater and 
lesser operations since 1865 is to a great extent responsible 
for the narrowing of our perspective. 

It is precisely the increased power of the artillery that 
calls for the use of the spade. The effective range of 
the shrapnel is over 600 yards. Its contents sweep the 
ground to a depth of a hundred yards or more. Lying- 
down trenches are no protection against shrapnel, for 
by lying down the man converts his vertical target into 
a horizontal one, but does not diminish it. Nor are 
reverse slopes any protection if the opposing artillery 
Suspects your presence; particularly at the longer ranges 
with their greater angle of incidence, the shrapnel burst- 
ing over or just beyond the crest sweeps the reverse 
slopes effectively, and the more so the nearer the angles 
of slope and of incidence come to being the same. It 
follows that where you intend to fight a defensive battle 
you need carefully arranged emplacements for your re- 
serves on the reverse slopes: At the battle of Liaoyang 
the Japanese army made its strongest efforts against the 
position of the 1st Siberian Corps. Night reconnaissances 
and night attacks, and the genera! artiliery duel on 
Aug. 30, gave the enemy a good idea of our position and 
on the next day he attempted to take it, making three 
attacks first on the left, then on the center, and his 
supreme efforts were devoted to an attack on the right 
center from five to seven p.m. He had concentrated a 
force of nearly 200 quick-firing guns on a front of 1,000 
yards. These guns not only smothered the Russian 
trenches, but searched every nook and corner of the 
reverse slopes, while perhaps fifty more guns swept the 
ground for nearly a mile in rear. The emplacements 
for the local reserves had been constructed on the 
steepest parts of the reverse slopes. They had been cut 
away to a vertical, and, but for these precautions, these 
reserves would have suffered heavily. This artillery fire 
increased as the evening advanced and finally seemed 
like the fire of a skirmish line of a battalion, every man 
of which was using a magazine cannon as his weapon. 

As a protection against the searching effect 1 ‘> 
shrapnel, the Russians employed the standing trench with 
occasional traverse and splinter proofs and they con- 
tented themselves with kneeling trenches only where thé 
rocky character of the ground and lack of time prevented 
the completion of the standing trench. 

The lying-down trench, almost the only one with which 
to my knowledge discussions in our Service papers have 
occupied themselves, may often be used by infantry as 
the beginning of something more substantial; but the 
use of the lying-down trench, pure and simple, will, I be- 
lieve, be limited to infantry which is advancing to-the 
attack, is stalled and has to await re-enforcements. Such 
a case I saw at Liaoyang, where the Japanese infantry 
came to a stop three or four hundred*yards from the 
Russian trenches. This infantry laid down in the crops 
which sheltered them from the view of the enemy, and 
I have no doubt, although I did not see it, that they dug 
themselves in. At this point the infantry fire never 
stopped for thirty-six hours; under cover of these skir- 
mishers the Japanese brought up re-inforcements from 
time to time for an assault on the Russian trenches, 
which, however, they were unable to take. The fire 
power of the trenches remained superior to that of the 
Japanese infantry in front. Even in this case, I believe, 
the cover afforded by the crops was of more service to the 
Japanese than whatever holes they might have been able 
to dig for themselves. The two opponents fought each 
other from eleven a.m., Aug. 30, until daybreak of Sept. 
1, and then the trenches were evacuated because the en- 
tire army was withdrawn. Several times a Russian 
battery sprinkled these Japanese trenches with shrapnel 
and I should be glad to know what they think of the 
lying-down trench as a protection against shrapnel fire. 

In the war in the Far East there were frequent pauses 
in the operations, during which the Japanese refitted, es- 
tablished more ‘advanced depots, made themselves thor- 
oughly familiar with the ground in front and prepared 
for the next advance. They strongly fortified themselves 
in their new lines and so did the Russians. Thus it came 
that in every case the attacker had to assault an in- 
trenched position. The pauses in the operations were 
rendered necessary to a great extent by poor reads and 
length of the line of communications, both of which fea- 
tures are so characteristic of our Civil War. Even to- 
day our own country roads may be called atrocious, and 
in case of war lines of communications are apt to be long, 
and should we ever have to fight an invader on our own 
soil or invade territory of our neighbors, similar con- 
ditions would confront us. The spade will always be in 
demand. 

IMPORTANCE OF THE SPADE 

I consider the spade as important a part of the soldiez’s 
armament as his rifle. I consider it part of his armament 
not of his equipment, and I believe that he ought to carry 
the spade himself. Our own history teaches us that in ac-

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MEMORIAL DAY PARADE IN NEW YORK. 


Adjt. Gen, Albert H. Rogers, chief of staff of Grand 
Marsha! Joseph B. Lord, of the Memorial Day exercises 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, in Manhattan on 
May 30, has completed a full and well arranged program. 
It gives the names of the various officers of the G.A.R. 
and others having to do with the parade, the complete list 


of organizations participating, and the necessary orders 
bearing on the parade. 

The Lieutenant Governor of the State, escorted by the 
Old Guard, will review the procession from a stand at the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument on Riverside Drive, at 
S6th street, and the grand marshal will review from a 
stand on the drive opposite 90th street. No civic organi- 
zations will be allowed in the parade, which is confined 
to veteran soldiers, the Regular and State forces, cadet 
corps and independent military organizations. Among the 
latter are several French and Italian organizations who 
desire to honor the day, and those in charge of the parade 
desired wherever possible to help develop respect and pa- 
triotism for the flag and for those who fell defending it. 

The escort to the Grand Army of the Republic will be 
the Army, Navy and State troops. These will parade in 
the following order : 

Band, 8th U.S. Infantry. 

Co. F, Sth U.S. Infantry, Capt. E. Bell. 

Band, U.S.S. Alabama. 

Battalion of Marines, Lieut. H. F. Bryan, Midshipman 
I’. P. Blackburn, adjutant. 

Bluejackets from U.S.S. Alabama, Lieut. A. P. Crist, 
commanding. 

First Co., Lieut. F. D. Karns; 2d, Ensign J. P. Jack- 
son; 3d, Ensign G. B. Landenberger; 4th, Lieut. W. M. 
Hunt. 

National Guard and Naval Militia in command of Gen- 
eral Roe and General Smith. 

Grand Marshal Lord, G.A.R., and staff, and the four 
divisions of the Grand Army. 3 

Then will follow the camps of the United Spanish War 
Veterans, Army and Navy Union, cadet battalions, inde- 
pendent military organizations, orphan asylum cadets. 

Commander, Dr. P. H. Murphy, is chairman of the 
Memorial Committee, and Past Comdr. Edward J. Atkin- 
son is secretary. 

Of the New York National Guard Squadron A will act 
as escort to General Roe, and the 1st Company of the 
Signal Corps will act as escort to General Smith. In- 
fantry will parade with sixteen files front, and Cavalry 
with twelve. The troops will start sharp at nine o’clock 
a.m. from 59th street and Central Park West. The line 
*of march from there will be to 72d street, to Broadway, 
to 86th street, to Riverside Drive, to 91st street, where 
the State troops will be dismissed. The troops will wear 
full dress uniform. 

In Brooklyn the 2d Brigade will parade in command 
of General McLeer, and the 13th Regiment, 2d Company 
of Signal Corps, and 3d Battery will parade with it. 

The formation will be at ten o’clock a.m., at South 
Sth street and Bedford avenue. The line of march will 
be: Bedford avenue to Eastern Parkway, passing the 
Slocum statue at the intersection of these streets, thence 
westward along Eastern Parkway and under the Soldiers® 
and Sailors’ Memorial Arch, and there the several com- 
mands will be dismissed. Squadron C will act as escort 
to President Roosevelt, who will review the parade, and 
take part in the ceremonies jncident to the unveiling of 
the Slocum statue. The reviewing stand will be on the 
north side of Eastern Parkway, about 200 feet from Bed- 
ford avenue. Organizations will wear such uniform as 
their C.O. may prescribe. 

All over the country Memorial Day will be observed. 
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A NEW CARTRIDGE COMPANY. 

There were filed in New Jersey, on May 22, articles in- 
corporating the Federal Cartridge Company. Mr. Franck 
Z. Maguire, of London, who is one of the incorporators, 
informed us that the new company is capitalized for 
$2,000,000, and contemplates the immediate erection of 
a manufacturing plant at or near the city of Norwalk, 
Connecticut, equipped with the most modern machinery 
and tools, having a capacity equal to the largest of the 
kind in this country, and employing when finished about 
a thousand hands. In addition to providing for the re- 
cuirements of a large and increased domestic and foreign 
demand for sporting ammunition, Mr, Maguire states 
that particular attention will be given to military busi- 
ress as well, and on a scale to rival any plant now in 
existence for supplying our own and other governments. 
The incorporators who will as directors likewise manage 
the affairs of the new organization are: Henry S. Thomp- 
son, of New York city: Hon. E. J. Hill, of Connecticut ; 
Cyrus C. Baker, of Newark, N.J.; E. J. Kingsbury, jr., 
president of the Bridgeport Brass Company, of Bridge- 
port, Conn.; R. Jay Walsh, capitalist, of Greenwich, 
Conn.; Lyman E. Warren, attorney, New York city, and 
Franck Z. Maguire, of London, England. Mr. Maguire 
states that the company already has in prospect standing 
orders that will absorb a goodly portion of the proposed 
output of the plant when completed. Mr. C. M. Dally, 
for seventeen years connected with the late Marcellus 
Hartley, will be vice president and general manager.

JAPAN’S FAREWELL TO MRS. WOOD. 


Since noting, last week, the arrival at Vancouver of 
Lieut. Col. Oliver E. Wood, U.S.A., and Mrs. Wood 
from Japan, where Colonel Wood was until recently Mili- 
tary Attaché to the American Legation, we have received 
a copy of the Japan Times of April 14, giving an account 
of the farewell reception given in honor of Mrs. Wood at 
the Koraku-yen Gardens in Tokio by four hundred of the 
most prominent women of that city on April 13. The 
Gardens were superbly decorated and the scene was a 
brilliant one. Princess Mori welcomed the guest of honor 
in a brief address in Japanese, expressing the sincere re- 
gret with which her departure from Japan was regarded 
by the Japanese people and thanking her for her untiring 
efforts in behalf of the Ladies’ Association in Aid of the 
Families of Men at the Front and other societies with 
which she had been connected. Then Marchioness Oyama, 
wife of Field Marshal Oyama, commanding the Japanese 
armies in Manchuria, who is a graduate of Vassar Col- 
lege, spoke in English as follows: 

“Mrs. Wood,—We are assembled here to-day to express 
in a slight way our appreciation of all that you have done 
for us. We have enjoyed the lavish hospitality of your 
home in Tokio, and during the many years that you have 
lived among us, none of us, in whatever direction, have 
ever appealed for your help in vain. You have made 
yourself one of us and have been ever ready to show in- 
terest and sympathy for any form of attempt which we 
have striven to make for the good of our country. Some 
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of the societies have been formed by your assistance, 
and others owe their wth to your untiring efforts. By 
your valuable ms to the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, you have shown us what atti- 
tude we should take toward dumb animals, and by your 
interest and by your work in the Getsuyo-kai, we have 
been better able to understand the standard of women of 
different countries. Above all, in this our national crisis, 
when the nerve of every Japanese woman is strained to 
fight the battle at home, you have encouraged us by your 
example at the Red Cross Society, working in the intense 
heat of summer days as well as in the cold of winter 
months. With your aid and with your sympathy for the 
Shussei Gunjin Kazoku Imonkai, you have helped us to 
persevere in our efforts to give help to the suffering and 
the destitute. We thank you in the name of all the soci- 
eties, and though we cannot repay a tithe of what you 
have done for us, you will at least carry away with you 
the sincere admiration and heartfelt gratitude of all Jap- 
anese women. We are sorry you must leave us, but we 
hope to have you with us again at a happier time when 
we are at peace with all the nations of the world. Fi- 
nally, we wish you every happiness in life and safe return 
to your country.” 

n reply Mrs. Wood made an exceedingly graceful ad- 
dress, thanking her Japanese friends for their kindly ex- 
pressions and expressing regret at her departure from 
their country. Speaking as the wife of a soldier and the 
mother of a soldier, she said she had been proud to work 
with the women of Japan who had paid her the priceless 
honor of counting her as ohe of themselves.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Surg. Hatton N. T. Harris, U.S.N., whose death from 
appendicitis at the U.S. Naval Hospital, Pensacola, Fla., 
May 19, 1905, we briefly noted last week, was born at 
Harrisonburg, Va., April 1, 1862. He was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Navy June 13, 1887, and was 
commissioned a surgeon Oct. 21, 1899. At the time of 
his death he was attached to the navy yard, Pensacola, 
Fla., and was also in command of the naval hospital at 
that station, where he had been on duty since July 18, 
1903. He is survived by his wife and two daughters. 
Funeral services were held at the surgeon’s quarters at 
the navy yard at 8 p.m., Saturday, May 20, 1905, and at 
10 a.m. Sunday the body was escorted with full military 
honors to the railroad station in Pensacola. The remains 
were shipped to the doctor’s home in Harrisonburg, Va., 
for interment. Dr. Harris was held in the highest esteem 
by his associates and brother officers, and by his death 
the Medical Corps of the Navy lost a capable and efficient 
officer with a highly creditable record of eighteen years’ 
service afloat and ashore. 


_Gen. Alfred T. Smith, U.S.A., retired, died in Buffalo, 
N.Y., May 23, of apoplexy at his apartments in the Ni- 
agara Hotel. General Smith suffered a sunstroke while 
in the Philippines about five years ago and since then had 
been in rather poor health. He was not confined to his 
home, however, but was able to be about until about May 
14, when the heart trouble which developed shortly after 
the sunstroke, became more acute and he took to his bed. 
On May 22, when it was learned the general could not 
recover, the members of his family who were absent from 
the city were wired for, but did not reach his bedside be- 
fore death came. General Smith was a native of Mis- 
souri and was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. July 1, 
1855, and was graduated and promoted a brevet second 
lieutenant and assigned to the 4th Infantry, July 1, 1860, 
and was promoted second lieutenant in October of the 
same year and assigned to the 8th Infantry. He saw ac- 
tive service during the Civil War, and received three 
brevets, that of captain for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vice in the Peninsular campaign, and major and lieuten- 
ant colonel for gallant and meritorious services during 
the war. From April to September, 1865, he served as 
colonel of the 156th Illinois Infantry. He subsequently 
served as major in the 7th U.S. Infantry ; lieutenant colo- 
nel, 8th Infantry; colonel, 13th Infantry, and was re- 
tired June 16, 1899. He was advanced to the grade of 
brigadier general on the retired list April 23, 1904. He 
was on duty with the 13th Infantry in Buffalo when the 
Spanish War broke out and went with the regiment to — 
Tampa, Fia., and was then ordered before a board for 
examination as to his physical fitness for service. He 
submitted to an examination and was ordered back to 
duty. He arrived on the field too late, however, to take 
part in the battle of San Juan. Following the close of 
the Spanish-American War, Colonel Smith returned to 
Buffalo with his command, but did not remain long, as he 
was ordered to the Philippines. He was there only a few 
months, when he succumbed to a sunstroke, while in ac- 
tion and was compelled to apply for retirement. His ap- 
plication was granted by the War Department, and he re- 
moved with part of his family to Buffalo. General Smith 
is survived by his wife, formerly Helen Peck, and four 
sons, C. F. L. Smith, of Tacoma, Wash.; W. K. K: 
Smith, of Tacoma, Wash.; Dr. W. A. Smith, of Galena, 
Mo., and Campbell Smith, of Buffalo. His father was 
Major Gen. John E. Smith, who was secretary of Gover- 
nor Yates, of Missouri, preceding the Civil War. It was 
Gen. John E. Smith who recommended Captain Grant, 
later President of the United States, as a man who was 
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capable of beduates Bam and it was this recommenda- 
tion that started General Grant on his wonderful military 
career. General Smith was held in high esteem by his 
superiors and served as an instructor in tactics at West 
Point, besides at other times having been judge advocate 
general of the Department of Arizona and inspector of 
rifle practice of the Department of the Platte. 


The Rey. Francis B. Hodge, D.D., who died at Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., May 13, was the uncle of Major H. L. Hodge, 
and brother-in-law of Chaplain George Robinson, U.S.A. 

Hon. A. J. Pearson, ex-member of Congress from the 
Sixteenth district of Ohio. and one of the.most prominent 
ates of that State, died at Woodsfield, Ohio, May 16. 
Judge Pearson was the junior member of the firm of 
Spriggs and Pearson. The senior member, John P. 
Spriggs. died May 12, thus wiping out the firm in three 
days.

Five chil- 
dren, four sons and one daughter, survive. The deceased 
was a brother of Major W. H. Pearson, chaplain, U.S.A.. 
retired, of Asheville, N.C.

She has been 
a clerk in the Q.M. General’s Office for nearly forty-three 
years, and has served her country most faithfully and effi- 
ciently. She is the daughter of the late Hon. Charles 
Sedgwick, of Connecticut, and a cousin of Gen. John 
Sedewick, U.S.A., who was killed during the Civil War. 

With a view to arousing national interest in an effort 
to induce Congress to provide for the establishment of 
public schools on naval reservations, the Public Educa- 
tion Association, of Washington, on May 20, held a meet- 
ing at which plans were perfected for carrying on the 
work.

No 
assignment has yet been made of a colonel of Artillery 
to relieve Colonel Hubbell.

Strenuous efforts are being made by the friends of Ist 
Lieut.

Charges of duplication of his pay accounts 
have been preferred by the Paymaster General of the 
Army against Lieutenant Wilson, and the War Depart- 
ment recently, as announced in orders, withdrew its ac- 
ceptance of his resignation.

The register of the Pennsylvania Commandery, of the 
M.O.L.L.U.8., which is the Mother Commandery, contains 
the names of 2,043 companions. Of these 732 have died, 
197 have been transfered to other commanderies, and 
1,114 were members of the Pennsylvania Commandery 
Sept. 1, 1902. Of the members of the Third Class, 
gentlemen in civil life, who, during the Rebellion were 
“specially distinguished for conspicuous and consistent 
loyalty to the National Government,” and men “active 
and eminent in maintaning the supremacy of the same,” 
was Theodore Roosevelt, the father of the President, 
who died in 1878, leaving behind him the reputation of 
a noble Christian gentleman from whom any man might be 
proud to trace his descent. Others belonging to the 
Third Class were Secretaries Seward, Stanton, Willes, 
Chase, Vice-President Hamlin, Governors Carter, An- 
drew, Sprague, Blaito Juarez, Professor Bache, and 
William Faxon. William Sprague, Governor of Rhode 
Island and U.S. Senator, is the only one of these sur- 
viving. He is, we believe, postmaster of some small 
town in Rhode Island. 

“The Badger,” published on board the U.S.S. Wis- 
consin, in its issue dated Hong Kong, China, April 12, 
says: “Admiral Folger’s sudden retirement from the 
command of the Asiatic Fleet came as a great surprise 
to all on the station. Owing to rapidly failing health 
Admiral Folger cabled request to the Department to be 
relieved, and on March 31 he hauled down his flag, 
which had flown, as commander-in-chief, but eight days. 
Admiral Folger left Cavite on the Cincinnati for Shang- 
hai, where he arrived on April 4, and from which port 
he sailed home on the Coptic. Rear Admiral C. J. 
Train, late commander of the Philippines Squadron, as- 
sumed command of the Asiatic Fleet on March 31, hoist- 
ing the flag of the commander-in-chief temporarily on 
the Rainbow, awaiting the return of the Wisconsin to 
Cavite. Admiral Train came to this station to assume 
command of the Philippine Squadron, arriving in Yoko- 
homa on the Korea, October 7, 1904.” Other personal 
items from The Badger are the following: “Capt. Rich- 
ardson Clover entertained Vice Admiral Sir Gerald and 
Lady Noel at luncheon on April 5, and the captains of 
the British fleet in the harbor were guests of Captain 
Clover at dinner on April 9. Lieut. G. W. Williams, 
late commanding the torpedoboat flotilla, has been as- 
signed to the duties of navigator of the Wisconsin. 
Paymr. T. S. Jewett has relieved Pay Inspr. E. B. 
Rogers as paymaster of the fleet. Pay Inspector Rogers 
and his clerks, Mr. J. F. Reed and Mr. R. A. Ashton, 
sail on the Siberia and will be assigned for duty in the 
navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y.” 








A Russian mine that had undoubtedly broken loose 
from its moorings at or near Port Arthur, and been 
carried by wind and tide to the harbor of Chefoo, China, 
where it was found, is described by the Scientific Ameri- 
can. The discovery of the mine was reported to the 
commanding officer of the U.S.S. New Orleans, who 
promptly ordered an officer to go out with a party and 
destroy the floating danger. Wishing to investigate the 
construction of the mine more closely than could be 
done while it was floating, a long line was attached to it, 
and from the safe side of a high bank on one of the small 
islands in the harbor, it was hauled to the beach and up 
out of the water. The party then went out several hun- 
dved yards from shore and after several attempts suc- 
ceeded in striking the mine with a shell fired from a one- 
pounder mounted on the bow of the steam launch. The 
mine. however, could be exploded by electricity only, and 
although the shell tore a hole through the casing, the 
guncotton ¢harge remained intact. Through the opening 
thus made the electrical connections were cut, and the 
mine rendered practically harmless. Each of the lead 
spines on the outside of the mine incloses a thin glass 
bottle containing acids, and when the spine is bent by 
collision with a ship or other floating body, the bottle is 
broken and the acids emptied into a receptacle containing 
zine-carbon elements. The combination instantly pro- 
duces an electrical current and the spark ignites a 
fulminate detonator. which in turn explodes the main 
charge of about 250 pounds of wet guncotton. After the 


mechanism had been carefully examined electrical con- 
nections were laid from the mine to the lee side of the 
bluffs and the charge exploded from a safe distance,

That he made a 
false statment in writing concerning his absence, and 
that he hypothecated his pay accounts for the months 
of January, February and March, 1904, before the said 
accounts were due, by delivering them to Pvt. William 
J. Gore, Co. E, 26th Inf., as security for a debt that he, 
Osborn, owed to Gore. After transferring the above ac- 
counts, he fraudulently presented the same for payment 
to Capt. Guy Carleton, paymaster. It was further al- 
leged Lieutenant Osborn having been intrusted as com- 
pany commander, by Private Gore, with his final state- 
ments of the value of $650.68 for the purpose of trans- 
mitting the same to a paymaster for deposit with the 
United States to the credit of the said Gore, did cash the 
final statements and embezzle and convert them to his 
own use. That he failed to pay a note due the Laredo 
National Bank for $200. 

Lieutenant Osborn was found guilty of all the charges 
and specifications and was sentenced to dismissal, which 
was approved by President Roosevelt.

Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., May 22, 1906. 

Under the attentive, personal direction of the regimental 
adjutant, Capt. James A. Ryan, guard mounting has be- 
come decidedly the most attractive feature of the post. 
The military bearing of Captain Ryan has been accepted 
by the men as that of a model soldier, and has inspired 
them to emulate his precision. They have been made 
to feel the importance of executing every detail with life 


and animation, and the result has produced an almost 
perfect formation. The mounting of guard on a broad 
parade at double time is quite unique and original and 
makes a splendid appearance. The regimental band is 
well directed and adds materially to the success of mount- 
ing and pleasure of many visitors who come from Bur- 
lington and the vicinity every morning to watch the 
formation. 

A rumor has prevailed in this post for some time that 
an athletic contest was contemplated between the Cav- 
alrymen and Artillerymen of this garrison and the In- 
fantrymen of Plattsburg Barracks, New York. This 
rumor was received with delight by the athletes and 
greatly encouraged.

We 
are, and have always been, proud of the representatives 
of the United States Government stationed in our midst, 
who have done sc much on so many different occasions 
to add to the reputation of our beautiful city.’’ The testi- 
monial was presented by Colonel Scraff in pleasant and 
appropriate words, and was responded to by Colonel 
Wallace in sincerest tones of appreciation, in behalf of 
himself and officers of his command. Colonel Cannon 
is a veteran of our Civil War, now in the ninetieth year

Modern 
shaped crossed sabers take the place of the old sabers in- 
dicating the Cavalry arm; modern crossed cannon of neat 
appearance and size supersede the old crossed cannon 
for the Artillery and the devices for the staff corps are 
neater and smaller than those now used. The Quarter- 
master General has disapproved the proposition to adopt 
lambs’ wool gloves for the Army.

The world is growing very small, and the realization of 
this fact comes home with renewed force when we read 
that “The Sultan of Zanzibar will be of age June 7, and 
would like to be honored by the presence of an American 
warship on the occasion of his coronation.” American 
Consul Mason Mitchell, at Zanzibar, has transmitted this 
request by cable to the State Department, which in turn 
has referred it to the Navy Department. Zanzibar is 
within the limits of the South Atlantic Station, but owing 
to its distance from the summer headquarters of that 
squadron, it will probably be impossible to comply with 
the request. 
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WANTED, AN ARMY SERVICE CORPS. 


Beyond doubt one cause of desertion from the Army is 
the large amount of purely non-military work which en- 
listed men are required to perform. The average soldier 
dislikes that sort of work, and his dislike is not overcome 
by the extra duty pay which he receives for it. He enters 
the Service expecting to be a soldier and nothing more, 
but finds himself obliged to perform the tasks of a menial. 
Much of the work is repugnant; much is common drudg- 
ery and most of it is such that a civilian employer would 
assign it to helpers specially engaged for that labor. But 
in the Army the case is different. Thanks to the narrow 
and ill-considered policy of the Government, the enlisted 
man is required to be not only a soldier but a servant 
and jack of all trades. Having to perform distasteful 
work to which he was unaccustomed in civil life, the sol- 
dier too often resorts to the dishonorable expedient of de- 
sertion. The officers are not to blame. The situation is 
not of their making. The Army is simply the victim of 
an unbusiness-like system under which the enlisted man 
is obliged to perform the non-military tasks of a civilian 
menial in addition to his duties as a soldier. 

There is a remedy, an exceedingly simple one, for this 
state of affairs which, we firmly believe, would do more 
to promote contentment and diminish desertions in the 
Army than any other single cause., All that is needed is 
an Act of Congress creating an army service corps, to 
which should be transferred all the distinctly non-military 
work now required of enlisted men. Such an act would 
remove at once and for good a prime cause of discontent 
and indifference. It would enable troops to devote in- 
creased time and attention to their military duties, and in 
that way it would tend directly toward greater efficiency. 
By treating the soldier simply as a soldier, by giving his 
vocation actually the distinct individuality which it pos- 
sesses in theory and by encouraging him to regard his uni- 
form as the insignia of an honored representative of the 
Government and not as the garb of a menial, the creation 
of an army service corps would strengthen and elevate 
the whole tone and spirit of the military service. The 
organization of such a corps would be an act, not merely 
of simple justice, but of good policy and sound economy 
as well. Our present system of military training is broad 
and exacting, and the more time devoted to it by troops 
the better. To relieve them of menial work would enable 
them to give increased attention to physical and mental 
instruction and perhaps to enlarge the already liberal 
eourse. As for the cost of maintaining an army service 
corps, it would probably not be much greater per year 
than the amount now annually required for extra duty 
pay, all of which would of course be abolished under the 
new system. But the economies of the proposed scheme 
cannot be calculated altogether in mere dollars. The 
health and usefulness of men are also factors to be con- 
sidered, Military service in the Philippines, where we 
shall have to maintain large bodies of troops as long as 
we retain the islands, is terribly debilitating, and experts 
declare that two years of duty there is worse than a five 
year tour in India. It is necessary, therefore, that troops 
stationed in the Philippines should be entirely exempt 
from extra duty and from all unusual labor except that 
pertaining to their distinctly military duties. It will be 
far cheaper, measured both in men and money, to have ali 
non-military labor at Army posts and stations performed 
by natives employed for that purpose than by soldiers, 
whose health is a Government asset to be guarded and 
conserved at least as vigilantly as Government money is 
guarded. British troops stationed in India, which has a 
climate far superior to that of the Philippines, are not 
required to perform any extra duty whatever. The Gov- 
ernment’s first thought is for their health and comfort re- 
gardless of expense, and consequently all manual labor 
is turned over to the army service corps. Japan follows 
the same wise policy, and the high efficiency of her armies 
in Manchuria is doubtless due in large degree to the fact 
that her soldiers are employed purely as soldiers, the 
non-military labor incident to the campaign being per- 
formed by coolies. Shall we not profit by their example? 

Officers of long experience in command have repeatedly 
recommended the creation of an army service corps, and 
nobody has ever come forward with a convincing argu- 
ment against the proposition. Yet either because of in- 
difference or with unsound theories of economy, Congress 
has done nothing to supply this urgent need of the Army. 
It has been estimated that an efficient army service corps 
capable of performing all non-military labor now required 
.of enlisted men would cost little if eny more than the sum 
now expended as extra duty pay, but we repeat, even if 
it should cost a very great deal more that fact alone would 
constitute no valid argument against the system. If sound 
policy requires the Government to enlist soldiers and to 
train and maintain them, the same consideration should 
also require it to keep them healthy, contented and efli- 
cient, and the way to do that is to exempt them from 
drudgery, which in private establishments is relegated to 
competent servants specially engaged for such work. We 
sincerely believe that the man who prepares and the Con- 
gress which enacts a measure authorizing an army ser- 
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vice corps will be gratefully recognized as having con- 
tributed almost immeasurably to the efficiency of the 
United States Army.

We publish in another column an article from the 
Novoe Vremya, of St. Petersburg, entitled “The Russian 
View,” translated by Capt. George D. Moore, U.S.A., 
which presents a curious opinion respecting the rela- 
tionship of the United States to the present war in the 
Far Hast. -The writer of the article, by a process of rea- 
soning which is plausible and ingenious if not entirely 
convincing, reaches the conclusion that the prevailing war 
is not a mere struggle between two States for the con- 
trol of Manchuria and Corea, but the result of a great 
economic struggle between the Old. World and the New 
for the domination of Asia. In a word, he contends, 
America has set out to make herself supreme over the 
trade and industry of the Orient, and to that end her re- 
cent expansion in the Atlantic, in the Pacific and in the 
Philippines was merely a preliminary step in a colossal 
project of world-wide conquest, The lesson urged by the 
writer is hinted rather than specified, but it is that Eu- 
rope must combine against the United States, else she 
will pass under the yoke of American materialism. The 
Russian view thus expressed is not lacking either in 
breadth or novelty, and even*those of us who decline to 
take it too seriously may find in it an instructive inti- 
mation as to Old World sentiment concerning American 
purpose and policy. 





Lieut. Fielding Lewis Poindexter, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
a recruiting officer stationed at Wichita, Kans., has writ- 
ten a letter to the Coffeyville, Kans., Journal, vigorously 
resenting an abusive article about the Army which that 
newspaper recently copied from the Ash Grove, Mo., 
Commonwealth. The last named newspaper denounced 
the Army as “tough-a-plenty,” scarcely a fit place for re- 
spectable young men, and declared that it was “to the 
everlasting credit of the youth of our land that the enlist- 
ments last year were far short of the number required.” 
To these slanderous utterances Lieutenant Poindexter re- 
plies in terms calculated to make the offenders’ ears tingle. 
“In some communities I have visited,” he says, ‘the im- 
pression evidently prevails that the Army is a reforma- 
tory for the riff-raff of the country. I have even known 
of instances where the civil authorities would offer not 
to prosecute men they were holding in arrest provided 
such men could be enlisted in the Army. It is difficult 
to comprehend how ‘good’ citizens, sufficiently intelligent 
to hold public office, can be so devoid of interest in the 
country’s welfare as to be thus unmindful of the charac- 
ter of the men who constitute his country’s standing 
army, the quality of which rather than its numbers, he 
certainly must realize is all we have to depend upon.”

We commend to especial attention the communica- 
tions from Captains March and Reichmann, which ap- 
pear in the article on field intrenchments on Page 1051. 
Captain Reichmann considers the subject at much length, 
but there is not a word in his report that could be spared. 
for there is no officer in any army more competent than 
he to express an opinion on this matter. A thoroughly 
trained soldier, a most intelligent and competent observer, 
he has had the advantage of studying his subject on the 
tield of battle in South Africa and more recently in 
Manchuria. Captain Reichmann speaks with the elo- 
quence of profound conviction, and his paper is alto- 
gether the most important and instructive on the ex- 
periences of the war in the Far Wast that we have yet 
seen. The lessons he enforces are especially needed in 
our army, and we can assure Captain Reichmann that 
those whose opinion is of value will not consider his 
views “too radical,” as he seems to fear. There is no 
possibility of exaggerating the importance of mobility, 
upon which he lays so much stress, and it will be a great 
gain to our army if what he says so interestingly and so 
forcibly is taken to heart.

Already, a year before the statutory retirement of Rear 
Admiral George A. Converse, there is considerable spec- 
ulation athong officers of the Navy as to his probable 
successor as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The 
excellent work that has been done for the Navy by Ad- 
miral Converse is deeply appreciated by the President 
and the Secretary of the Navy, and it is thoroughly 
realized that the selection of an officer to carry on the 
policies of Admiral Converse has an important bearing 
on the progress of the Navy. Among the names of offi- 
cers mentioned as likely successors to Admiral Converse, 
that of Capt. William S, Cowles, at present in command 
of the battleship Missouri, probably stands pre-eminent. 
Captain Cowles was Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation prior to his assignment to the command of 
the Missouri, and the ability he then displayed gives as- 
surance of an able administration in case of his appoint- 
ment.

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LIEUT, CHANDLER’S CONTENTION SUSTAINED. 


In the Army AND Navy Journat of April 8, 1905, 
page 864, we published the memorandum of Lieut. Lleyd 
H. Chandler, U.S.N., in which he requested a revision 
of the ruling of the Navy Department on the provisions 
of the Personnel Act affecting promotion in the Service. 
The following opinion of the Attorney General, which we 
publish in full because of its great importance, will ma- 
terially affect the standing of many officers and will give 
a large number of others the privilege of immediately re- 
tiring with advanced rank: 

Department of Justice,Washington, D.C., 


May 20, 1905. 
The Secretary of the Navy: 

Sir: In your note of April 21, 1905, you present ques- 
tions which require the construction of Sections 8 and 9 
of the Navy Personrel Act of March 3, 1899, and of that 
provision of the Appropriation Act of March 3, 1901, 
which relates to the advancement in rank of naval officers 
for service rendered during the war with Spain. 

Your first question is, “Whether or not voluntary re- 
tirements under Section 8, and compulsory retirements 
under Section 9 of the Personnel Act should be made in 
the manner suggested by Lieutenant Chandler.” 

This appears to require examination of the letter of 
that officer, in order to ascertain the mode which he sug- 
gests, contrary to the rule of this Department (20 Op., 
270; 22 Op., 498); but as your letter substantially ex- 
plains and states “the manner suggested,” I waive the 
strict reading of the rule and proceed to set forth the in- 
quiry exactly. 

Sections 8 and 9 of the Navy Personnel Act (act of 
March 8, 1899, 30 Stat., 1904), are as follows: 

Section 8. That officers of the line in the grades of 
eaptain, commander and lieutenant commander may, by 
official application to the Secretary of the Navy, have 
their names placed on a list which shall be known as the 
list of ‘Applicants for voluntary retirement,’’ and when 
at the end of any fiscal year the average vacancies for 
the fiscal years subsequent to the passage of this act 
above the grade of commander have been les# than thir- 
teen, above the grade of lieutenant commander less than 
twenty, above the grade of lieutenant less than twenty- 
nine, and above the grade of lieutenant (junior grade) 
less than forty, the President may, in the order of the 
rank of the applicants, place a sufficient number on the 
retired list with the rank and three-fourths the sea pay 
of the next higher grade, as now existing, including the 
grade of commodore, to cause the aforesaid vacancies 
for the fiscal year then being considered. 

Section 9. That should it be found at the end of any 
fiscal year that the retirements pursuant to the pro- 
visions of law now in force, the voluntary retirements 
now provided for in this act, and casualties are not 
sufficient to cause the average vacancies enumerated in 
section eight of this act, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall, on or about the first day of June, convene a board 
of five rear admirals and shall place at its disposal the 
service and medical records on file in the Navy Depart- 
ment of all the officers in the grades of captain, com- 
mander, lieutenant commander and lieutenant. The board 
shall then select as soon as practicable after the first 
day of July, a sufficient number of officers from the be- 
fore-mentioned grades, as constituted on the thirteenth 
day of June of that year, to cause the average vacancies 
enumerated in section eight of this act. Each member 
of said board shall swear, or affirm, that he will, with- 
out prejudice or partiality, and having in view solely 
the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed upon him by 
this act. Its finding, which shall be in writing, signed 
by all the members, not less than four governing, shall 
be transmitted to the President, who shall thereupon, by 
order, make the transfers of such officers to the retired 
list as are selected by the board: Provided, That not 
more than five captains, four commanders, four lieu- 
tenant commanders and two lieutenants are so retired in 
any one year. The promotions to fill the vacancies thus 
created shall date from the thirteenth day of June of 
the current year: And, provided further, That any offi- 
cer retired under the provisions of this section shall be 
retired with the rank and three-fourths the sea pay of 
the next higher grade, including the grade of commodore, 
which is retained on the retired list for this purpose, 

The purpose of this legislation is apparent. It is to 
provide for earlier promotion of naval officers to higher 
grades on the active list, and to expedite retirement on 
advanced grades of those who have become entitled. The 
general underlying object is to bring forward to command 
rank earlier than formerly in younger officers, and for 
this end to withdraw from active service, with a certain 
degree if necessary, older officers whose long and honor- 
able service entitles them to the fullest consideration, but 
who, because of the very length of service, will, advan- 
tageously to the interests of the Navy, yield their places 


.to a younger generation of men. The benefit of a more 


rapid flow of promotion, so as to avail of officers’ ser- 
vices for the critical calls of sea command in the fullest 
vigor of their powers, is obvious; the consideration justly 
due to the older officers is apparent in the provision of 
the law which retires qn advanced rank and withholds 
compulsory retirement until voluntary retirement has 
been exhausted, and then avails of compulsory retirement 
sparingly. 

The construction of this law by your Department has 
been as follows: If the vacancies above the grade of 
commander average more than thirteen the law is satis- 
fied so far as that grade is concerned; the flow of promo- 
tion sought has been obtained in that part of the list, 
and it is not legal to force out of the Service by compul- 
sory retirement under Section 9 enough captains, for ex- 
ample, to bring the number of vacancies in the grade of 
lieutenant up to forty. But here it is to be observed, in 
passing, that the law limits the number of compulsory re- 
tirements in each grade affected; and that the members 
of the Retiring Board possess a just discretion and are 
sworn to perform their duties, “having in view solely the 
special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the naval 
service.” You have held, on the same theory above stated, 
that the phrase “in the order of the rank of the appli- 
eants” is satisfied by operation within each grade and is 
not required to be imposed on all applicants in all grades ; 
that if twenty captains apply, retirements should be 
made from such applicants in the order of their seniority 
within that grade; this would prevent the retirement of 
a junior before a senior who wished to retire. But it is 
obvious that on this view, if there are thirteen vacancies 
above the grade of commander, there would be no retire- 
ment of captains under this law, and yet there might be, 
as there have been, retirements in a hewer grade, and so 
juniors are retired before seniors—that is, not “in the or- 
der of the rank of the applicants,” if these words contem- 
plate all these grades and all the applicants. 2 

Accordingly you have carried on this construction of 
the law, through the scheme of retirement in all the 
grades embraced, with the result that the desired annual 
flow of promotion, as you view the case, has been secured 
since the enactment of the law without any voluntary or 
compulsory retirements above the grade of lieutenant and 
with a few compulsory retirements in that grade because 
the average vacancies above the grade of lieutenant (jun- 
jor grade) have been less than forty. ‘ts 

The “manner suggested by Lieutenant Chandler” is as 


follows: He contends that Sections 8 and 9 of the Per- 
sonnel Act,:correctly construed, would— 

Establish a list of applicants for voluntary retirement 
in the grades of captain, commander and lieutenant com- 
mander, from which (when the average yearly promo- 
tions set forth in section eight are not available from 
age retirements, casualties, etc.), enough retirements 
should be made to bring promotions up to the required 
average, such retirements to be made “in the order of 
rank of the applicants,” regardless of what grade they 
are in, retiring first the senior captain applying, then the 
second, etc., until all the captains who apply have been 
retired; then the senior commander applying, then the 
second, etc., until all the commanders who apply have 
been retired; then the senior lieutenant commander ap- 
plying, then the second, etc., until all the lieutenant com- 
manders who apply have been retired; this process to be 
continued until the average of promotions at the head of 
conk ee the grades named shall be that laid down in 
section 8. 


In case there were not a sufficient number of appli- 
cants for voluntary retirement on the list on June 30 of 
any year, cause action under section 9 so that officers of 
the grades of captain, commander, lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant would be retired without application in 
order to maintain the average, such enforced retirements 
to be limited to the legal maximum number under section 
9 in each year. 

The subject is, indeed, rather intricate. You state the 
difference between the two constructions thus: Under 
Lieutenant Chandler’s view any requisite number of offi- 
cers, of course less tlian forty, in the command grades, 
may be retired under Section 8, or as many as five cap- 
tains, four commanders and four lieutenant commanders 
under Section 9, whenever at the end of any fiscal year it 
is found that the average vacancies above the grade of 
licutenant (junior grade) have been less than forty, 
whereas the Navy Department has considered that this 
cannot be dene when above the grades of commander, 
lieutenant commander and lieutenant, respectively, the 
vacancies enumerated in Section 8 exist or have been 
created. 

I am of opinion that Lieutenant Chandler is right. The 
scheme is an integral thing. The flow of promotion is one 
stream and cannot be split up into several branches or di- 
vided or dammed at the different grade lines. Nor can it 
be diverted, so to speak, with the result of compelling the 
unwilling retirement of junior officers, when senior offi- 
cers wish to be retired. It seems to me that the statute 
contemplates the entire field, and the accumulation of the 
necessary vacancies at the lowest point without regard to 
the grade from which they are contributed. The remedy 
of the statute should serve its purpose effectively and not 
be withheld because an excess of vacancies in an upper 
grade might with some show of reason be construed to 
defeat the full realization of the intent, although there is 
the necessary deficiency lower down and consequently a 
deficiency in the aggregate and throughout the entire field. 
In other words, if there are on the average not less than 
thirteen vacancies above the grade of commander and not 
less than twenty in that grade, and not less than twenty- 
nine in the grade of lieutenant commander, but if at the 
same time there are less than forty vacancies in the grade 
of lieutenant, that is above the grade of lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade), then the law operates over the whole ground, 
through voluntary retirements first and then by the lim- 
ited compulsory retirements, “in the order of the rank of 
the applicant,” as an entire body, beginning with the 
highest grade included in the applications and so on 
down; and, in case of compulsory retirement, in accord- 
ance with the President’s order upon the finding of the 
board of five rear admirals. It is always to be re- 
membered that this board controls the matter of compul- 
sory retirement and regards individual equities and ap- 
portions and designates retirements among the different 
grades as the good of the Service dictates, 

Your second question is: 

Whether the vacancies caused by extra numbers (Act 
of March 3, 1901) should be counted in determining the 
average vacancies enumerated in section 8 of that act 
(the Personnel Act). 

The provision of the Act of 1901 (31 Stat., 1107), to 
which you refer is as follows: 

That the advancement in rank of officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, whensoever made, for service rendered 
during the War with Spain, pursuant, respectively, to 
the provisions of sections 1506 and 160 of the Revised 
Statutes, shall not interfere with the regular promotion 
of officers otherwise entitled to promotion, but officers ‘so 
advanced, by reason of war service, shall, after they are 
promoted to higher grades, be carried thereafter as addi- 
tional to the numbers of each grade to which they may 
at any time be promoted; and each such officer shall 
hereafter be promoted in due course, contemporaneously 
with and to take rank next after the officer immediately 
above him; and all advancements made by reason of war 
service shall be appropriately so designated upon the 
official Navy list: Provided, however, That no promo- 
tion shall be made to fill a vacancy occasioned by the 
promotion, retirement, death, resignation or dismissal of 
any officer who, at the time of such promotion, retire- 
ment, death, resignation, or dismissal, is an additional 
number of his grade under the foregoing provisions. 

Thus it is expressly provided that this law shall not in- 
terfere with the regular promotion of officers otherwise 
entitled to promotion. Very likely this means “shall not 
accelerate promotion,” it certainly means “shall not re- 
tard.” If for sound reasons the vacancies caused by ad- 
vance to extra numbers under the Act of 1901 cannot be 
viewed as vacancies embraced in Section 8 of the Per- 
sonnel Act, the Act of 1901 will not accelerate promo- 
tions by reason of this purely negative consequence. You 
have yourself determined that increase in the numbers of 
the several grades on the Navy list made from time to 
time by Congress (¢.g., Act of March 3, 1903, 32 Stat., 
1177, 1197), does not cause “vacancies” which should be 
counted as such within the meaning of Sections 8 and 9 
of the Personnel Act; but your construction heretofore 
has been that vacancies caused by the elimination from 
the lists of officers carried as “extra numbers” under the 
Act of 1901 should be so counted. 

Section 9 of the Personnel Act brings forward compul- 
sory retirement when “the retirements pursuant to the 
provisions of law now in force, the retirements provided 
for in this act, and casualties are not sufficient to cause 
the average vacancies enumerated in Section 8 of this 
act,” ete. The contrast is between statutory movement 
up or out, that is promotion and retirement, on the one 
hand, and the ordinary “casualties” of military service, 
on the other hand. Retirement rather than promotion is 
expressly specified in this portion of Section 9; but pro- 
motion is of the same nature in the point under con- 
sideration as having a statutory origin. This promo- 
tion of the Act of 1901 is so caused. No change of status 
by positive law is to be regarded as a casualty under Sec- 
tion 9. That word refers, as ordinarily understood, to 
death, resignation or dismissal. The “casualties” of res- 
ignation and dismissed are regulated by statute but orig- 
inate in fortuitous and incidental circumstances not cre- 
ated by law. Hence the demarcation is clear and the pro- 
motion to extra numbers under the Act of 1901 cannot be 
regarded as a casualty under Section 9 of the Act of 1899, 
and cannot be treated as a vacancy under Section 8 of 
that act. I am constrained to dissent from the view that 
any of the “vacancies enumerated by Section 8 of the 


Personnel Act exists or have been created by farce of the 
Act of 1901. The Act of 1901 is not a “ge og of law 
“now in force” as prescribed in Section 9 of the Person- 
nel Act, and the Act of 1901 manifestly should not be 
construed to retard the prompt and continuous flow of 
promotion which the Personnel Act sought to obtain, if 
that construction can reasonably be avoided. 

Furthermore, the proviso to the Act of 1901 strengthens 
the conception which I have expressed. Promotions are 
not made to fill vacancies occasioned by the promotion, 
etc., of officers who are extra numbers, The movement of 
such officers into higher rank or into retirement or out 
of the Service goes on without affecting the general 
scheme of promotion, and if the Act of 1901 does not per- 
mit the vacating of an extra number to be treated as a 
vacancy for pur of promotion generally, neither is 
its operation to regarded as creating vacancies within 
the intent of Section 8 of the Personnel Act. 

For these reasons I have the honor to answer your 
first question in the affirmative and your second question 
in the negative. Yours respectfully, '

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RETURN OF BATTLE FLAGS. 


Major Gen. F. C. Ainsworth, the Military Secretary, 
has given out the following statement relative to the work 
that has been done by the War Department in returning 
to the various States the Civil War flags held by the War 
Department : 


“At the time of the passage of the Act of Congress 
authorizing the return of flags to the various States 
there were in possession of the War Department 726 
flags. Of this number 215 were Union and 511 Con- 
federate. Under the provisions of the Act 274 flags have 
been returned. Of these fifty-one were Union and 223 
Eantetenntn. The flags were returned to States as fol- 
ows: 

“Union: Illinois, 10; Indiana, 3: Kentucky, 1; Maine, 
4; Maryland, 1; Massachusetts, 2; Missouri, 2; New 
York, 8; Ohio, 1; Pennsylvania, 12; Tennessee, 3; Wis- - 
consin, 4. 

“Confederate: Alabama, 19; Arkansas, 5; Florida, 8; 
Georgia, 26; Kentucky, 1; Louisiana, 9; Mississippi, 20; 
Missouri, 2; North Carolina, 33; South Carolina, 14; 
Tennessee, 8; Texas, 4; Virginia, 74. 

“Of the 452 unidentified flags remaining in possession 
of the Department, 164 are Union and 288 are Confeder- 
ate.”’ : 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


An interesting and important decision of the Comptrol- 
jer of the Treasury on the question of whether or not the 
twenty per cent. increase of pay granted enlisted men for 
foreign service should be computed upon the minimum 
pay of an enlisted man’s grade, plus the additional pay of 
two dollars a month authorized for men holding certifi- 
cates of merit, has been forwarded to the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Army for his information. The decision was 
rendered in the case of Charles Schottler who, from the 
period from March 24, 1900, when he was awarded a cer- 
tificate of merit for gallant service in the Philippines, un- 
til his return to the United States, was paid twenty per 
cent. increase on the minimum pay of his grade—the two 
dollars a month increase not being considered in comput- 
ing this additional twenty per cent. The Comptroller ap- 
proves the opinion of the Auditor who says: “No spe- 
cific appropriation has been made for the payment of the 
additional pay for distinguished service, and it is reason- 
able to presume that Congress intended to increase the 
monthly pay of a soldier by adding thereto two dollars 
per month as a reward for meritorious service. In view 
of the foregoing I am of the opinion, and so decide, that 
the twenty per cent. increase authorized by the Acts of 
April 26, 1898; May 26, 1900, and March 2, 1901, should 
be computed on the additional pay authorized by Section 
1285.” This opinion will apply as well to the additional 
compensation granted expert gunners in the Artillery 
Corps and expert riflemen. 

Of considerable interest to retired officers of the Army 
is a decision rendered this week by the Comptroller of 
the Treasury as to whether, in view of the provision of the 
Act of March 2, 1905, an officer of the Army on the re- 
tired list, detailed for duty at an educational institution 
under the Act of Nov. 3, 1893, is entitled while so de- 
tailed to receive the full pay of his rank as provided in 
that act. The specific case submitted to the Comptroller 
was that of Col. J. H. Calef, who is on duty as professor 
of military science at the St. Louis University, St. Louis, 
Mo. Colonel Calef was informed by the paymaster that 
he is only entitled to “the full pay and allowances of a 
major on the active list,’’ from and after March 2, 1905. 
The provision of the Act of March 2, 1905, applicable to 
the case reads as follows: ‘That retired officers of the 
Army above the grade of major, heretofore or hereafter 
assigned to active duty, shall hereafter receive their full 
retired pay and shall receive no further pay or allow- 
ances from the United States. Provided further: That 
a colonel or lieutenant colonel so assigned shall receive 
the full pay and allowances of a major on the active list.” 
The Comptroller holds that this provision applies to re- 
tired officers on duty at educational institutions, if such 
duty is to be regarded as “active duty.” He says: “Un- 
til the passage of the Act of Nov. 3, 1893, there was no 
authority of law for the detail of retired officers to such 
duty, with the full pay of their rank, details of this kind 
being limited to officers on the active list. I cannot be- 
lieve that a duty to which, for many years, only officers 
on the active list were permitted to be assigned is not 
active duty or ceases to be such when retired officers are 
permitted on their own application to undertake it. I am 
of opinion that retired officers detailed to colleges under 
the provisions of the Act of Nov. 3, 1893, are ‘assigned’ 
to active duty within the meaning of the Act of March z, 
1905, and are entitled only to the rates of pay authorized 
by that act.” 

In the case of an application from the Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, through the Secretary of the Navy, 
for a decision as to whether attendants at the Academy 
having duties the same as those specifically appropriated 
for under one appropriation may legally be employed and 
paid from the other, the Comptroller decides as follows: 
“I do not think the appropriation ‘care of buildings and 
grounds’ comprehends the employment of ‘attendants’ 
and Congress having specifically provided for a certain 
number of ‘attendants’ for the Naval Academy such pro- 
vision must be construed to be exclusive and the employ- 
ment of an additional number under another appropria- 
tion not specifically providing therefor, I am of opinion, 
is not authorized.” In his letter the Secretary says: 
“The Superintendent states that the practice of employ- 
ing these attendants has existed for thirty years or longer, 
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and says: “That the Department and the Auditors have 
considered it perfectly legal may reasonably be assumed 
from the long period over which the practice has ex- 
tended without disallowance in the accounts of any pay 
officer.” The matter has never before been presented to 
or considered by this office.” 

H. H. Kipp, second lieutenant, U.S.M.C., appealed 
Feb. 23, 1905, from the action of the Auditor for the Navy 
Department, disallowing his claim for reimbursement for 
amount expended as hire of quarters while on duty at 
the naval training station, San Francisco, Cal. After 
stating the facts in the case, the Comptroller decides as 
follows: ‘‘The above statements in connection with the 
circumstance that the claimant in renewing his applica- 
tion for hire of quarters did not claim that quarters on 
board the Pensacola were not available for his use show 
conclusively that quarters on board the Pensacola were 
so available. I am therefore of opinion that claimant is 
not entitled to be reimbursed the amount expended by him 
” og of quarters. The action of the Auditor is af- 

rmed.” 
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WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Remarkably satisfactory results have recently been ob- 
tained with wireless telegraphy at the station at the navy 
yard, Washington. A memorandum of some of the long 
distance communications has been sent to the Bureau of 
Equipment for its information. On the evening of May 
18 the operator at the yard heard Philadelphia calling 
New York, At 8:27 he heard Cd (cruiser Brooklyn) 


calling Cs (cruiser Chattanooga). He was naturally du- 
bious about this last, supposing that the Brooklyn and 
Chattanooga were in Dominican or Haytien waters. It 
was found out several days later, however, that these 
ships were coming up the Virginia coast. At 6:34 he 
heard Boston Navy Yard (Pg) send the following mes- 
ssage to Thatcher’s Island: ‘Will upls give me that msg 
u said u got from Portsmouth this p.m. I forgot to get a 
copy of this Pg Pg Pg.” At 8:39 and 8:45 Pg repeated 
the above message. It came in clear and distinct, though 
not loud. In each case the messages were subsequently 
confirmed. 

The Bureau of Navigation has received from the Chief 
of Staff of the North Atlantic Fleet, Capt. John E. Pills- 
bury, the report made by Lieut. J. M. Hudgins to the 
commander-in-chief of the fleet upon the wireless station 
at Key West, which he inspected very thoroughly. The 
report contains an abundance of technical information on 
the subject and helpful suggestions about the increase of 
the station’s efficiency. During the time Lieutenant Hud- 
gins was at the station he heard Havana and the small 
stations at Key West exchanging signals and also a third 
station sending for some time, The signals came in quite 
strong, though frequently interrupted by the Havana sta- 
tion. Communication was not frequent between Dry Tor- 
tugas and Key West and Lieut. Hudgins suggests how 
this difficulty may be overcome by fitting the stations with 
electrolytic receivers. 

The Bureau of Equipment has received information of 
the latest activity of the Marconi company in the matter 
of wireless telegraphy development. Recently Admiral 
H. N. Manney, Chief of the Bureau of Hquipment, re- 
quested a naval officer on duty in New York to ask mas- 
ters of vessels equipped with wireless telegraph: outfits to 
co-operate with the Weather Bureau in receiving and 
sending weather information by wireless, also to obtain 
a list of call letters of all merchant vessels fitted with 
wireless. These requests of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Equipment were submitted to the managers of the steam- 
ship lines. The result was unsatisfactory, despite the 
fact that the object of the request was to obtain addi- 
tional information for use in preparation of the pilot’s 
chart which the Navy Department furnishes free .to the 
captains of all vessels. It appears from the inquiry that 
Marconi absolutely controls the wireless situation on the 
trans-Atlantic route and that the steamship lines have 
been led to believe that Marconi and the Navy Depart- 
ment are rivals, competitors, or antagonists or all three. 
In either case Marconi seems inclined to hinder or ob- 
struct or make difficult the use of wireless as it is at pres- 
ent installed by the Navy Department. 

The attitude of the steamship managers was found to 
be, as far as possible, favorable to the Navy, but the terms 
of the contract of the steamship companies with Mar- 
coni inhibit, it is stated, any action being taken by the 
managers without the permission of Marconi, and Mar- 
coni refuses absolutely to send, receive or impart the in- 
formation asked for by the bureau. The Bureau of Equip- 
ment will address an official letter to the companies on 
the matter to obtain officially and in writing their replies.

JOINT LAND AND NAVAL OPERATIONS. 
Annapolis, Md., May 24, 1905. 

The war problem to be solved between midnight of 
June 11 and noon of June 17 is “what defensive move- 
ments and what offensive tactics the land forces would 
make if any enemy’s fleet were suddenly to appear in the 
Chesapeake and attack?” 

Admiral F. W. Dickins, U.S.N., who will command the 
sea forces, now on board the Texas, at anchor off the Na- 
val Academy, received the representative of the JOURNAL 
with all the proverbial courtesy of the American naval 
officer, and while observing proper reticence as to the na- 
ture of the exercises of the squadron under his command, 
said that he would not call the events “maneuvers,” but 
operations, because he would do some things that he would 
not execute in time of war. These works of naval super- 
erogation would be for the benefit of the land forces, the 
principal object of the operations being for the instruc- 
tion and experience of the Coast Artillery, who have been 
mobilized for drill and exercise. : 

The operations will test the state of readiness that the 
land forces are in to meet a sudden martial emergency. 
To forecast what the Navy intends to do would be to de- 
stroy the plan of operations. 

While the midshipmen will form part of the sea forces 
and a number of the officers from the Naval Academy will 
have places of prominence in the operations, all are as 
profoundly uninformed as to the operations as the most 
modest citizen. The Admiral alone has the secret of battle. 

Should Annapolis be the point of attack, and it is 
highly strategic and valuable to an enemy, as the seat of 
the Naval Academy and the rear way to the national 
capital, there will be neither fort, ships, nor fortifications 
to repel the attack. What the land forces would do then 
is an interesting question. In every foreign war Annap- 
olis has, heretofore, been strongly fortified and heavily 
armed with forces. ‘ 

Awaiting the first note of battle, a mighty armament 
now lies in the Annapolis harbor, iron-clads, monitors, 
ships of the line, torpedoboats and launches, gre a 
splendid martial array and naval —— Steam launches 
and cutters ply thickly over the ern and all is. prepar- 








ation for the coming event, involving in them the prepara- 








tions for the summer practice cruise of the midshipmen, 
of which the naval con land operations are a part. . 

The Coast Squadron consists of the Texas, Captain 
Bicknell; the Florida, Commander Fremont; the Arkan- 
sas, Comdr. Galt; the Atlanta, Commander Badger; the 
Hartford, Captain Veeder; the Terror, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Fullam; the 2d Torpedo Flotilla, commanded by 
Lieutenant Commander Johnson, consisting of the Whip- 
ple, commanded by Lieutenant Chase; the Stuart, Lieu- 
tenant Sellers; the Worden, Lieutenant McCormick ; the 
Macdonough, commanded by Lieutenant Curtin; the 
Maryland naval militia, as part of the sea forces, will 
serve on the Hornet, Siren and Sylvia. . 

It is possible that the U.S. monitor Puritan will take 

art, having on board the District of Columbia Naval 
attalion. The Texas is a battleship, the Florida, Avr- 
kansas, Nevada and Terror are monitors; the Newark 
and Atlanta are protected cruisers; the Hartford is a 
square-rigged wooden ship. ‘ 

Never in the history of the Academy has such a magnifi- 
cent fleet of vessels gathered here, and it is the first time 
that a battleship has entered the harbor of Annapolis, 
and this suggests a reminiscence of the day when all the 
corps of midshipmen were taken on their summer cruise 
in one small ship—the sloop-of-war Preble. 

Naval circles here await the opening of operations with 
great professional interest. The scene at Annapolis re- 
calls that presented when the fleet of Commodore Du 
Pont gathered here previous to the battle of Port Royal 
during the early days of the Civil War. 


THE RUSSIAN VIEW. 


We are permitted to publish the following translation 
by Capt. G. D. Moore, 20th Inf., of a striking article 
which appeared in the Russian Novoe Vremya of Feb. 3, 
1904, and was republished in an article by Captain Pain- 
vin in the Revue du Cercle Militaire, Feb. 13, 1904: . 

China is evincing greater hostility, her troops are con- 
centrating near the Manchurian frontier, and bands of 
Tungous are making more and more frequent attacks. 

These Tungous recall the storm-birds, who on the ap- 
proach .of storms from the west, beat with their wings 
the waves of the blue deeps of the Pacific. Indeed, mys- 
terious storms threaten us from the west. Ask any Eu- 
ropean politician, and he will confide to you in a mo- 
ment of sincerity that he does not understand the true 
causes of the Russo-Japanese conflict. If so, it is be- 
cause this conflict is the result of events which are hap- 
pening at a distance. It is not a question of strife be- 
tween two States for a bit of territory; it is not a ques- 
tion of a clash between two races; we stand at the be- 
ginning of a war between the Old and New Continents. 
To understand it, let us rise high enough to lose sight of 
details, and we will see unroll before our eyes this pano- 
rama : 

Throughout the ages, ]Surope, occupying the first place 
in industry, furnished her products to the whole world; 
commerce was to her a source of wealth, power and influ- 
ence, because she was mistress of the roads over both 
hemispheres. But at the close of the last century, some 
powerful American Croeses combined to form a political 
party; then, having gathered into their hands the reins 
of power, they began an active and carefully planned 
campaign against industrial Europe. They commenced a 
series of legislative measures which culminated in 1897 
in the adoption of a customs tariff all to their advantage. 
These Croeses built up about the United States a verita- 
ble Chinese wall of custom duties, through which Europe 
was unable to pass a single ton of merchandise. Thence- 
forth, North America was closed to European commerce. 
Driven from America, Europe, in this same year 1897, 
fell back on the Far East, instinctively made haste to es- 
tablish herself, annexed territory there, and shifted the 
scene of action to the Pacific. Blinded by the occur- 
rence, the western powers did not note that America had 
simultaneously changed front, and was advancing to meet 
them. Hawaii was seized first. It was a first discreet 
step. Then the Americans attacked the oldest European 
power, Spain; they established themselves firmly, first in 
Cuba, then in the Philippines, where they found them- 
selves face to face with Europe. The importance to the 
world of the Spanish-American war, so menacing in its 
results, was set forth only by the English diplomat 
Pauncefote, who died without being understood. - ' 

To prepare the way in the Far Hast, the Americans 
sent armies of missionaries. These pseudo missionaries 
ostensibly had for their object the service of God and 
civilization. In the cause of civilization, they proposed 
to oblige the Chinese mandarins, accustomed from the 
time of Abraham to sit on a palanquin, to use thenceforth 
an American automobile ; they would induce the old bonze 
to read Confucius by the light of an Edison lamp, and 
would replace the junks plying in Chinese waters by 
steamers of American make. In this - these American 
missionaries could more easily pursue their true calling. 

Summing up, the United States bend all their efforts 
toward assuring their industrial domination in China, 
and flooding all the Orient with articles made by cheap 
Chinese hand labor, supplanting Europe in the Pacific. 
When I glance over the actual situation, involuntarily 
there comes to mind a curious conversation. Shortly af- 
ter the Venezuelan conflict, I had a talk with a prominent 
American diplomat ; among other things, he said tome: “If 
we were in Russia’s place, Constantinople would have been 
ours long ago, but to obtain this result another road would 
have to be followed: to give arms to the Armenians of 
Turkey and make of them a kind of advance guard to 
push on through Asia Minor to the straits. Old and fee- 
ble peoples exist only to contribute to the prosperity of 
the young and strong.’ Let us recall the actions of the 
Americans in Cuba, the Philippines, Colombia and Pana- 
ma, and realize that the procedure frankly announced by 
the American diplomat is in reality a political system 
carefully elaborated and put in practice by the United 
States. Let us run over American writings and be con- 
vinced that “Panmongolism” was born in New York. 
Finally, if we consider the psychology of the peoples and 
compare their physical .condition, we may understand 
that Japan and China, in the hands of the Americans, 
are that same Armenian advance guard, destined to as- 
sure the prosperity of the United States, and not di- 
rected against Russia alone. If, then, Western Europe 
is not yet superannuated; if she has kept the faculty of 
striving for her culture and her national ideas, and if she 
does not wish to pass under the yoke of American ma- 
terialism, she must assume a little different attitude from 
that now occupied, in the present complications. Sup- 
pose that in case of war our troops should undergo the 
least tactical unsuccess, then we should see with what 
price Europe would pay in China for her present ill-will. 
We should see also what advantage the Americans would 
reap, who have so long declared themselves the protectors 
of the Chinese.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


As an evidence of the rapid deterioration of a modern 
warship in commission and presumably cared for with 
continuous assiduity, the case of the New York is inter- 


esting. The New York was first commissioned in August, 
1893, twelve years ago, and now the Board of Inspection 
and Survey, following a careful and accurate survey of 
her condition, recommends the expenditure of no less than 
a million dollars for repairs and overhauling. The New 
York is now laid up at the Boston Navy Yard, and the 
yard authorities are prepared to begin work on the ves- 
sel July 1, the beginning of the new fiscal year, if the 
board’s report is approved. 

‘The first of the naval vessels to be placed out of com- 
mission at the naval station at Cavite, P.I., is the He- 
lena, this small craft having hauled down her flag early 
this month. The Helena has been in commission since 
July, 1897, and during that extended period has been 
one of the busiest craft in the Service. During her cruis- 
ing on the Asiatic Station she has been constantly “‘on 
the go,’”’ and extensive overhauling and repairs have be- 
come absolutely necessary. ‘The naval shops at Cavite 
have been put in good condition for small work. 

The Navy Department has authorized repairs and over- 
hauling at Norfolk, Va., to the torpedoboat destroyers 
Lawrence and Truxtun, of the Coast Defense Squadron, 
and the collier Sterling, which is now in southern waters. 
Minor alterations have also been ordered on board the 
destroyer Stewart and also on the collier Marcellus. 

The floating repair shop Alpha, and the barge Trans- 
fer, for the U.S. Navy, were launched at the navy yard, 
New York, May 24. Miss Margaret Baxter, the nine- 
year-old daughter of Naval Constr. William J. Baxter, 
U.S.N., deftly christened the Alpha, which had been 
designed by her father. A little launching stand had 
been erected, and with her were Miss Heather Baxter, 
Miss Edmonia Adams and Miss Katherine Hitchcock. 
Twenty minutes after the Alpha went into the water Miss 
Adams, the daughter of Capt. J. D. Adams, U.S.N., suc- 
cessfully christened the Transfer. The Alpha had steam 
up when she went in the water, and her whistle added to 
the chorus from the shops in the yards when she glided 
into the water. She will finish work on herself about 
irene rh and will then add the finishing touches to the 

ransfer. 


The U.S.S. Lebanon, now at Portsmouth, N.H., is 
being converted into a derelict destroyer, and will operate 
under the Bureau of Navigation, on the request of the 
Chief Hydrographer. She has been used as a collier, and 
is a steel schooner rigged single-screw vessel 258 feet long, 
with a speed, loaded, of ten knots. 

The members of the Board on Construction, upon their 
next trip of inspection, will probably go to the Cramps 
yards at Philadelphia and from there to the yards of the 
New York Shipbuilding Company. Each member of the 
board has a number of matters which he desires the board 
to look into and there is no doubt that their inspections 
will be of as much help as was the visit to Norfolk and 
Newport News. The board is holding weekly meetings 
on Fridays. 

After long delay the Navy Department has secured a 
clear title to the land on which it is proposed to build the 
new experimental station at Annapolis for the use of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering. It is expected that the 
Secretary of the Navy will soon direct that the bids for 
the construction of the buildings be advertised for.

The Court of Claims on the last day previous to its ad- 
journment for the summer rendered quite an important 
decision in the case of Paymr. Arthur Peterson, U.S.N., 
in a suit breught for him by the Messrs. King. This was 
a claim for mileage for trips between Paymaster Peter- 
son’s regular station, Philadelphia, and several points on 
the Great Lakes, to which he was ordered to go for tem- 
porary duty on the U.S.S. Michigan, namely, Erie, Pa., 
and Buffalo, N.Y. The defense of the Government was 
based on the provisions of the recent Naval Appropria- 
tions Acts, which, after providing for mileage for officers 
of the Navy traveling from point to point within the 
United States, go on: “But in cases where orders are 
given for travel to be performed repeatedly between two 
or more places in the same vicinity the Secretary of the 
Navy may, in his discretion, direct that actual and neces- 
sary expenses only be allowed.” In this case the officer 
made one trip between Philadelphia and Detroit and four 
trips between Philadelphia and Erie. The decision of the 
court allows him mileage for all the trips. Philadelphia 
and Erie are four hundred and forty-five miles apart, and 
the court evidently thought that by no stretch of rea- 
soning could they be held to be in any sense in the same 
vicinity, besides which there did not appear anywhere in 
the record any clear evidence of the exercise of discretion 
by the Secretary of the Navy in directing that only actual 
expenses should be allowed. 


The British first class battleship Africa, of 16,350 
tons, was launched at Chatham dockyard on May 20. 
She is of the King Edward VII. type, and when com- 
pleted, will have cost $7,500,000. The new armored 
cruiser Cochrane, of 13,550 tons displacement and of the 
Duke of Edinburgh type, was launched at Glasgow on the 
same day. The Africa’s engines are constructed to de- 
velop 18,000 horsepower. She has an armored belt of 
nine inches of steel, has 8.7 inches of armor above the 
belt, twelve inches of steel armor over her bulkheads, 12.6 
inches of steel armor over her heavy gun positions, seven 
inches of Krupp steel over her secondary battery, and 
an armored deck two inches to one inch thick. Her arma- 
ment consists of four twelve-inch, four 9.2 inch, ten 
six-inch and twenty-eight smaller guns. She has four 
torpedo tubes, is designed to steam 18.5 knots, carries 
from 950 to 2,150 tons of coal, and will have a com- 
plement of 776 officers and men. The Cochrane is of 
23,500 horsepower, will carry 1,000 tons of coal and have 
a speed of over twenty-two knots. Her armor is six 
inches thick, and her armament will consist of six 9.2 
inch, four 7.5-inch, two twelve-pounder and thirty smaller 
guns, She has three torpedo tubes, and her complement 
will be 704 officers and men. When completed she will 
have cost about $5,735,000. 

The Léon Gambetta, the first of the French armored 
cruisers of 12,600 tons to be completed of those laid down 
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in the program of M. de has made most suc- 
cessful trials. She develo 29, mean H.P., and a 
maximum of 30,500 H.P. The mean speed was 23.1 knots, 
and on some runs 24 knots was attained. The intended 
horsepower was 27,500, and the speed 22 knots. The 
cruiser is provided with Niclausse boilers. 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department this week 
for eight 6-inch, twelve 7-inch and thirty-two 6-inch guns, 
for the battleship New Hampshire and the armored crui- 
sers Montana and North Carolina. The bids were as fol- 
lows: Ejight-inch, Bethlehem Steel Company, $21,690 
each; Midvale Steel Company, $17,142 each; 7-inch, 
Bethlehem Steel Company, $19,999 each; Midvale Steel 
Company, $14,315 each; 6-inch, Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, $12,850 each; Midvale Steel Company, $12,283 
each. Of course these bids were for guns without mounts. 

It has been decided to place in commission as soon as 
practicable six of the torpedoboats of the Dupont class, 
now laid up at Norfolk, Va. These boats will go first to 
Newport in order that their crews may receive instruc- 
tion. They will be drilled and maneuvered in harbor de- 
fense work and will be retained in commission. 

The examination of candidates for the ten vacancies 
in the grade of second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
was concluded May 27. Seventeen completed the exami- 
nation, which was begun May 15. The board is now ex- 
amining the papers and the announcement of the success- 
ful candidates will be made by the commandant of the 
_— Corps as soon as the board makes its report to 
1m, 


In order to give the new uniform regulation a fair 
trial, the Secretary of the Navy has not acted favorably 
upon the suggestion of Capt. Seaton Schroeder, that 
Navy officers be not required to wear mess dress at din- 
ner on board ships. The communication of Captain 
Schroeder was recently published in the JourNaL. He 
thought the new regulation ill-advised and called the De- 
partment’s attention to the reasons why he was opposed 
to its provisions. 

The re-examination of Lieut. B. B. Woog, Marine 
Corps, for promotion was resumed May 22 at Marine 
Headquarters, Washington. This examination was begun 
some time ago, but in order to obtain certain testimony 
from the Asiatic Station in regard to the case the board 
of officers adjourned their meetings until this testimony 
could arrive. 


Considerable excitement was caused by the French 
battleship Jaureguiberry being torpedoed during the naval 
maneuvers at Quiberon Bay, at night, by a Whitehead 
automobile torpedo, discharged from the French destroyer 
Sagaie. A naval expert explains the cause of the accident 
as follows, the Tribune says: In actual warfare the 
steel pointed cone terminating the torpedo is filled with 
100 kilogrammes of fulmicotton, and explodes by shock 
against any solid object, such as the hull of an enemy’s 
ship. In the maneuvers this cone is replaced by a soft 
lead cone that causes a shock, but does not injure either 
the ship or the torpedo itself. The torpedo that hit 
the Jaureguiberry was duly provided with the soft lead 
cone, but what exploded was the reservoir of compressed 
air, which supplies the motor force of the latest model 
Whitehead torpedo, an accident liable to happen at any 
time in the course of experiments and maneuvers as 
earried out in the French and American navies. The 
Jaureguiberry came within an ace of being destroyed, 
for she was hit near a partition of a water-tight com- 
partment. Her steel plating was perforated, the shaft 
and screw of the rudder damaged and one compartment 
flooded. If hit six inches further forward the Jauregui- 
berry would have been sunk. 

The Italian navy estimates for 1905-06 include a sum 
of 48,345.335 lire for new constructions. Provision will 
be made for completing the four battleships of the Vit- 
torio Emanuele class, and for laying down two armored 
cruisers of 10,000 tons, as well as for the construction of 
a vessel described as for blockading service, the comple- 
tion of the submersibles Glauco, Narvalo, Otaria, Squalo 
and Tricheco, and of the coaling transports Bronte and 
Sterope, and for fourteen torpedoboats of 210 tons. At- 
tention is chiefly devoted to the two cruisers of 10,000 
tons which were not included in the Budget of 1904-5. 
Admiral Mirabello, Minister of Marine, has, the Popolo 
Romano says, drawn attention to the fact that the Italian 
navy is very weak in cruisers. Such vessls, he says, rela- 
tively less costly, well protected and powerfully armed, 
possessing high speed and having a great range of action, 
with a stable platform for their guns, will be particularly 
valuable additions to the Italian fleet.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


j Annapolis, Md., May 23, 1906. 
Saturday was a grand day in the history of Naval 
Academy athletics. The Navy won the field and track 
meet with Haverford College, by a score of 66 to 42; de- 
feated the Columbia College crews in two races, and tri- 
umphed at baseball over. the Army. This event gave 
greater satisfaction to the midshipmen than the two 
others combined. The first news of the coming victory 
of the Navy was heralded about three o’clock, when 
the result of the first inning was posted on the bulletin 
board, and the unsuspecting were startled by the most 
uproarious cheering by the midshipmen. The result of 


the second inning received the same reception, while the 
other innings were watched with the almost certain 
satisfaction that there could be but one conclusion. When 
the last inning was posted, the joy of the midshipmen be- 
came supreme. They impressed the academy band into 
service, and with the blue and gold of the Navy waving 
in proud banners in front of them the whole battalion 
earried the significant bulletin board bodily with them, 
parading with cheers around the track field. 

Obtaining permission to go into Annapolis, the pro- 
cession paraded a number of the streets of the ancient 
city, and received an ovation from the battalion of St. 
John’s College cadets. On Sunday, when the team arrived 
at Annapolis, it was met by the brigade of midshipmen, 
with base drum in service. The horses were taken from 
the carriages and the happy midshipmen were proud to be 
the beasts of burden for their triumphant team. Coach 
Murphy was put on the shoulders of a half-dozen stal- 
wart midshipmen, and at the head of the procession led 
the way to the Academy, where he made a speech, con- 
gratulating the team on its good work and the midship- 
men on their loyal support throughout the year. After 
gun-fire, half-past nine, the rejoicing was renewed and 
continued until taps at ten, in which cheers, yells, songs, 
steam whistles, bonfires, and Chinese bell took part. The 
old bell cheerily rang off the nine runs of the Midship- 
men, and gruffly timed the sad five of the Army. Phe 
sefies now stands two to two, and Annapolis will be the 
scene of the fifth game. 

In reply to his letter to the Hon. Paul Morton, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in which he set forth the fact that 
all of the midshipmen and practically all officers at the 
Naval Academy would be away during the summer, and 
fitting ceremonies for the reception of the remains of Paul 
Jones would therefore be impossible, Governor Edwin 
Warfield has received a letter from Secretary Morton, 
in which he says that a vault will be prepared at the 
Naval Academy for the temporary reception of the re- 
mains until a fitting time arrives when they can be de- 
posited finally with all due ceremonies. 

It is expected that the permanent vault or crypt in the 
Academy will be completed by Peggy Stewart Day, Oct. 
19, and the Governor is anxious to make the celebration 
of this day one of the most important and impressive 
of the year by holding the Paul Jones interment on that 
date. Oct. 19, 1774, the Anne Arundel County patriots 
required the owner of the brig Peggy Stewart to burn 
his vessel because he had paid the tax on seventeen 
casks of tea that he had imported. . 

Annapolis city is having unusual trouble with this 
year’s candidates for midshipmen. They are now accused 
of assailing the establishment of Charley Lee, a Chinese 
laundryman, heaving a brick through the window. 

Great consternation has been created among the mem- 
bers of the Naval Academy band by the decision of the 
assistant comptroller of the treasury. The members of 
the band, who are very poorly paid—few of them receive 
over $1.04 per day—have, for many years, been granted 
$8 per month in addition to_.their pay as quarter com- 
mutation, in order to pay house rent. Under the de- 
cision commutation cannot be made, and the men, many 
of whom are married, with families, will have to make 
use of the quarters provided for single men at the Naval 
Academy on board the Santee. The new ruling, it is 
claimed, will compel many of them to give up their posi- 
tions, and some hold to the obviously mistaken opinion 
that the ruling was made for the purpose of getting all 
of the members of the band to enlist, which would bring 
their wages up to $45 per month, with rations, 

When Miss Alice Roosevelt, daughter of the President, 
alighted from the train here Saturday afternoon, she 
was greeted by as large a crowd as would have been 
present had the President himself been the passenger. 
Miss Roosevelt was met by Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Storey, 
of Whitehall. The party witnessed the boat race between 
the Navy and Columbia. 

Mrs. Clark, wife of Chaplain H. H. Clark, of the Naval 
Academy, gave a very attractive afternoon tea Friday at 
her residence, 35 Upshur row, an informal affair in honor 
ef Mrs. John W. Danenhower. The rooms were attrac- 
tively decorated with La France roses and sprays of pink 
blossoms. Mrs. Clark had assisting her to receive, besides 
Mrs. Danenhower, Mrs. Badger, Mrs. Lowndes and Mrs. 
Dewey. 

The annual examination of the midshipmen of the three 
classes now at the Naval Academy began Monday, and 
will continue throughout the week. The examinations will 
practically close the Academy for the year, as the follow- 
ing week the annual exercises before the board of visitors 
will be in progress. 

Jonas Jones, a colored mess attendant at the Naval 
Academy, was arrested on Saturday night on the charge 
of feloniously entering and ransacking the residences of 
several of the officers of the Naval Academy. A marine 
guard on duty saw Jones trying the doors of 12 and 13 
in Goldsborough row. He yelled at him, and Jones ran, 
pursued by Lieuts. G. G. Mitchell, George E. Gelm, and 
Cc. S. Bookwalter and Watchmen White and Spriggs. 
He was finally cornered and turned over to the city 
police. 

Rowing Coach Richard Glendon left for his home in 
Boston on Monday. The oarsmen of the midshipmen’s 
squad gave him a gold watch, on which was engraved the 
following inscription: ‘“‘To Dick Glendon, as a token of 
esteem, from the Navy crew, 190.’’ The presentation 
was made at the crew dinner Saturday night. 

The Academy’s first crew on Sunday elected Midship- 
man Willis W. Bradley, of Farman, N.D., to captain of 
the Navy crew next season. He succeeds Sherwoode A. 
Taffinder, of California, who will graduate next Febru- 
ary. The rowing season, which closed Saturday, was the 
Navy's most successful one. The first crew won all four 
of its races from Yale, Pennsylvania, Georgetown, and 
Columbia, while the second crew defeated Georgetown's 
freshmen and Columbia's second, but lost to the Quaker 
freshmen. 

The fleet of four monitors that will be used in connec- 
tion with the coast squadron to convey the midshipmen 
on the summer cruise next month, was completed Mon- 
day by the arrival of the Nevada, commanded by Comdr.

The Navy finished a completely victorious rowing sea- 
son on Saturday afternoon by winning a double race from 
Columbia in the most splendidly fought contest ever seen 
on the local course. The Navy boat cro: the line only 
a fifth of a length ahead of its rival shell, and it was so 
close that only the judges’ decision settled it. The Colum- 
bia "Varsity was a length and a half ahead of the Navy 
second crew and the Columbia second a length to the 
rear. The winning time was 10 minutes 3 seconds; Colum- 
bia first crew, 10 minutes 3 3-5 seconds; Navy second, 
10 minutes 8 1-5 seconds; and Columbia second, 10 minutes 
11 2-5 seconds. 

The race was originally scheduled to start at 2:30, but 
the stiff wind at that time made it impossible and it was 
postponed until seven. The race was further delayed by a 
false start of the Columbia second crew, and at the finish 
it was nearly dark. The race was by far the best seen 
here this year, the finish of the two first boats being 
closest and all four boats bunched closer at the finish than 
in any other contest. 

The senior boats did not begin to pull away from the 
juniors until nearly half of the race was rowed, and even 
then there was no wide margin. From the three-quarters 
of a mile point to within a quarter of a mile of the 
finish the Columbia ’Varsity led, from a quarter length 
to nearly a length, and at the mile and a half it looked 
as if they would win. The Navy-had been rowing about 
thirty-three strokes, but raised it to thirty-five a quarter 
of a mile from the finish and, although Columbia strug- 
gled gamely, the Navy closed the gap. 

The Navy closes its best rowing season with this vic- 
tory. It has not been defeated, but has won from George- 
town, Pennsylvania, and Yale (college crew), in addition 
to Columbia. ,Credit is largely due to Coach Richard 
Glendon, of Boston.

Mr. Bruce was accompanied by Colonel Sherrill and 
Major Whitney, of the Governor's personal staff, and 
Captains Wendel, Erlandsen, Foley, and Barnes, detailed 
aides from the National Guard. The regiment was prompt- 
ly and smoothly formed by Adjutant Chapman in line 
of masses and in olive drab uniform when turned over to 
Colonel Kline presented a very handsome appearance. 
The turnout was twelve commands of sixteen files. The 
battalions were commanded respectively by Lieutenant 
Colonel Foote, Major Garcia, and Captain Carroll. 

Fifty-one Civil War veterans, with battle-torn flags, 
then marched in and faced the active regiment, a salute 
to the colors being rendered, and the band playing Auld 
Lang Syne.

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IMPORTANCE OF FIELD INTRENCHMENTS.

tive campaign, where movement of troops is perhaps 
even more important than battles (for battles can be 
won if you manage to concentrate the requisite number 
of troops), our soldiers will throw away everything that 
is not indispensable for living and fighting. The ex- 
ertions of the march on poor roads previous to battle 
greatly diminish the soldier's efficiency as a fighter. It 
is not to be expected that in future these exertions will 
be less. At the very best the soldier’s physical powers will 
have been heavily drawn upon by the time he reaches the 
battlefield, but the real test of his stamina is still before 
him. We had three-day battles in the Civil War and 
ten-day battles in the Far East, exacting the last ounce 
of the soldiers’ mental and physical vigor, and it is far 
more important than ever that at the opening of battle 
the soldiers’ physical strength be as little impaired as 
possible. Because of the short range of the combat in 
previous wars the slaughter requisite to produce the 
tactical decision could be obtained in as many hours as 
it now requires days. The battles in the Far East made 
unheard of demands on the soldier’s strength; not only 
that the battle absorbed his physical strength, but it con- 
stituted a long-drawn nerve-racking torture to his mind. 
Ualess the soldier is a man without nerves he should 
towards the end of such a conflict, if victorious, be a 
savage blind with fury, rushing on to kill. On the other 
hand, the beaten soldier might be expected to be totally 
prostrated and to have lost all control of his body and 
mind. I was assured that in the battle of Liaoyang some 
Russian officers went crazy. Still neither the Russian nor 
the Japanese soldiers seemed much bothered by nerves. 
What the effect on more highly-developed human systems 
will be remains to be seen. 

Acknowledging therfore that it is necessary to consume 
as little as possible of the soldiers’ strength before battle, 
and acknowledging also that in the past our soldiers 
have lightened their loads without command or per- 
mission, we now wish to impose upon him the additional 
burden of an intrenching tool which he must carry. 
Of course, his load must be lightened to compensate for 
the new burden of the intrenching tool, but I am of the 
opinion that this load ought to be lightened anyway on 
general principles. I never fully appreciated the tremen- 
dous power that mobility gives an army until I saw the 
contest in the Far Kast with my own eyes. The light 
Japanese army was the supple, quick fencer that rushed 
in everywhere under the guard of the heavy awkward 
Russian. In the hot summer days I saw the Russian 
soldier do a tremendous amount of marching, carrying 
his full kit. I saw the sluggishness of his movement 
and his exhaustion, and where the heat did not magnify 
his burden, the bottomless roads did. 

In the spring, summer and fall I can see no necessity 
for a soldier carrying a blanket, nor do [I see why he 
should be made to carry extra shoes. I have never been 
able to understand why he carries a canteen twice as 
large as that of any other soldier, and | cannot under- 
stand why he has not been furnished long ago with a 
light aluminum canteen, with an aluminum meat can, 
and fork and spoon. The shelter tent and the present 
large poncho are sufficient to keep him dry on the march 
and in camp, and the poncho will be enough to keep him 
warm at night in his shelter tent. The knapsack ought 
to be banished from the campaign altogether, and I be- 
lieve our haversack altogether too heavy. To be sure 
it is strong and will stand more than one long campaign, 
but 1 maintain that it might be made lighter without 
detracting from its serviceability. 

For toilet purposes I would allow the soldier one towel 
and one tooth brush, supply every company with a pair 
of clippers and see that every man’s hair is kept short. 
That is more sanitary anyway in the field as well as on 
a transport and will remove all necessity of comb and 
brush. Soap should be supplied by the company kitchen. 
Of clothing I would only allow one extra pair of socks. 
The soldier should start out (I am not speaking of a 
winter campaign) dressed in woolens throughout, woolen 
uppergarments and woolen undergarments, they are 
healthier and cleaner than cotton clothing and can be 
worn longer. Even simply sunning them and beating 
them with a stick will somewhat restore their freshness, 
and the soldier can certainly wear them long enough 
until he has an opportunity to bathe and wash his cloth- 
ing. Such an arrangement would render necessary that 
whenever there is a pause, the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment be on hand with a supply of clothing, to supply ne- 
cessities. It will call for a very careful arrangement 
of trains, but the arrangement of trains will have to be 
carried out in future anyway, on account of the increased 
amount of infantry and artillery ammunition that is to 
be carried. 


In hot weather the soldier can march in his flannel 
shirt, and roll his coat and undershirt in his shelter 
half. 


Lightened in this way, our infantry will become foot 
cavalry, it will be able to outmarch and outmaneuver the 
enemy, it will be able to carry a light intrenching tool 
without feeling it as a burden, it will reach the battle- 
field. in better strength than a heavily-loaded opponent, 
and will be capable of more rapid movements and greater 
exertions in battle. 

I believe in taking the very best care of the soldier 
and I believe I am doing that in cutting down his load. 
I do not believe in dragging the niceties of civilization 
around in a campaign; it is not the place for it. If 
the soldier is in a substantial trench, still has his full 
strength and plenty of ammunition, it makes no difference 
whether his clothes have a sour smell or not. After he 
has beaten his opponent he will have plenty of time to 
look after his personal wants. When an advance guard 
has come upon the enemy he can make a dash for a posi- 
tion that may be vital for the whole army in rear, and 
intrench it and defend it with greater vigor, because no 
heavy load has exhausted his strength on the march, and 
because be carries an efficient intrenching tool. 

My views may seem too radical, I may still be laboring 
under a powerful impression of what | saw in the Far 
Fast. I certainly was powerfully impressed by the mo- 
bility of the Japanese and by the Russian heaviness, and 
I realized the terrible power given an army by mobility, 
and so far as I am concerned, I shall certainly leave noth- 
ing undone to promote mobility in our infantry, and the 
adoption of a spade that Is a spout

The Surgeon General 
recommends as a class for this work all the non-com- 
missioned officers of each command, or four men from 
each company. When the course is completed an ex- 
amination will be held by the lecturer and the diploma 
of the above association will be given to those duly 
qualified. 

Capt. J. W. McDougall, commanding Company C, of 
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the 7th N.Y., announces s¢me interesting facts concern- 
ing the attendance of the company at its various duties 
during the past drill season. In company drills the 
average percentage of attendance was 94.98; general av- 
erage at battalion drills, 96.44; regimental drills, 96.77. 
The following members of the company have performed 
1 per cent. of duty for the number of years mentioned: 
Sergt. C. J. Austin, for sixteen years; Ist Lieut. N. Engel, 
fifteen years; Sergt.

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CHANGES IN REGULATIONS, ETC. 


G.O. 71, MAY 15, 195, WAR DEPT. 

I. Paragraphs 720, 1020, 1022, 1024, 1027 and 1235, Army 
Regulations, are amended to read as follows: 

720. On the ‘approved recommendation of a surveying 
officer, public animals may be killed to prevent contagion 
or terminate suffering; clothing infected with contagious 
disease, stores that have become so deteriorated as to 
endanger health or injure other stores, and unserviceable 
property of no salable value submitted to a surveying 
officer under Paragraph 682, may be destroyed. 

This paragraph will be limited in its application to 
ordnance property to such articles as form part of the 
equipment of Cavalry and Infantry and to articles of 
similar character and cost, small arms excepted. 

Before ordering the destruction of property or stores 
under this paragraph, the commanding officer will per- 
sonally inspect the same, and will be held responsible 
that the conditions justify the action. In case the in- 
voice value of the stores involved exceeds $500, the ap- 
proval of the next higher commander must be obtained 
before destruction of the property, as provided in Para- 
graph 722. A certificate of the witnessing officer that the 
property has been destroyed as authorized, will be ap- 
pended to the report. 

1020. The annual inspection of all public buildings at 
every post will be made prior to March 1 by the com- 
manding officer and the quartermaster, after which the 
latter will prepare an annual estimate on the prescribed 
form, showing the nature and cost of repairs required 
and to be paid for out of the appropriations for the en- 
suing fiscal year. He will omit therefrom all repairs for 
which funds have been allotted or supplied for the cur- 
rent year. 

He will also state the condition of each building and 
will properly enter under the indicated headings the 
amounts expended during the preceding year (from March 
1 to March 1). 

The commanding officer will carefully examine this 
estimate and on March 1 will forward the same with his 
recommendation to the department commander, 

If new buildings are required a special report will be 
made, stating fully the necessity therefor. This report, 
with the remarks of the department commander, will be 
forwarded to the War Department, and if authorized, 
plans and specifications will be prepared in the office of 
the Quartermaster General. 

In the spring, as soon as possible after the fires are out 
for the season, the quartermaster will inspect the steam, 
hot air, and hot water heating systems and immediately . 
thereafter will submit estimates for the necessary repairs. 

Estimates for heating, plumbing and water supply will 
be made separately. 

1022. The department commander will take final action 
upon all annual estimates for repairs to public buildings 
payable from appropriations for “Barracks and Quar- 
ters,’’ made under the provisions of Paragraph 1020, as 
limited by Paragraphs 204 and 711. 

He will also take final action upon special estimates 
payable from the same appropriation where the amount 
involved does not exceed $200, provided the total annual 
allotment for the year for that department is not ex- 
ceeded; but this last authority will not apply to build- 
ings for which a total of $500 has already been alloted 
during the current year for repairs. No authorization 
other than these will be made by the de,’ nent com- 
mander for repairs except as provided for in Paragraph 
1025. 

He will also make recommendation as to the amounts 
estimated for under “Regular Supplies’ for repairs to 
hay sheds, coal sheds, ice and cold storage plants, and 
bakeries, but will not take final action on the same until 
approved by the War Department. 

1024. As soon as possible after allotments to posts have 
been made by the department commander, one copy of 
the annual estimate will be forwarded to the Quarter- 
master General. It will have noted thereon the final 
action of the department commander as pertains to al- 
lotments under the appropriation for ‘Barracks and 
Quarters,”’ and also his recommendation concerning esti- 
mates for repairs to buildings payable from the appro- 
priation for ‘‘Regular Supplies.”’ 

1027. At each post there will be kept a book (Record 
Barracks and Quarters—supplied by the Quartermaster’s 
Department) in which will be entered a record of every 
permanent building, under its proper numerical designa- 
tion. The number originally given a building will be re- 
tained as a permanent record and will not be altered to 
conform to the post directory nor to any changes therein. 

On the record of each building will be debited all au- 
thorizations for expenditures of any kind on that build- 
ing, whether annual allotments or special, and as vouch- 
ers are paid thereunder the account will be credited there- 
with. 

This book will be balanced annually on March 1, and 
the total amount expended on that building during the 
preceding twelve months will be reported on the annual 
estimate for repairs for the ensuing year. 

At the close of each’ fiscal year, unexpended balances 
not held by post quartermasters for authorized payments 
under contract, will be returned to the chief quarter- 
master of the department, and the account with the build- 
ing so credited; but no balances will be struck until 
March 1 of the following year. 

This book will be so kept as to show at all times an 
accurate record of expenditures for all repairs, additions, 
alterations, etc., that the total cost of the building to 
date may at any time be determined.’

1285. The medical officer in charge of a general, post or 
camp hospital, hospital ship, or transport carrying pa- 
tients is authorized to purchase, in conformity with the 
requirements of Article LI., such articles of food, both 
solid and liquid, not carried in stock by the subsistence 
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officer who issues rations to the hospital, and to call 
upon such subsistence officer for the issue of such quan- 
tities of articles from the stock already on hand as, in 
the judgment of the medical officer, are required for the 
diet of enlisted patients under his charge who are too 
sick to be subsisted on the ration as ordinarily issued; 
the total combined money value of the stores hereby 
authorized to be purchased and issued as above in any 
month not to exceed the rate calculated on the month’s 
transactions of thirty-eight cents per man per day for 
those actually requiring special diet (except that at the 
general hospital at Fort Bayard, New Mexico, fifty cents 
per man per day is authorized). Subsistence officers are 
authorized to pay all duly certified bills of purchases 
made by medical officers under the provisions of this 
paragraph, or to make the purchases themselves at the 
request of the medical officers, and to make issues for 
special diet hereunder from stores on hand at their re- 
quest, provided. the rate of thirty-eight cents per man 
per day for those enlisted men actually requiring special 
diet is not exceeded in any month, except at the general 
hospital at Fort Bayard, New Mexicc, where fifty cents 
is authorized. . No article from the special diet allowance 
will be purchased from any other source so long as the 
Subsistence Department has it in stock. (996904, 8.0.) 

II. The following paragraph is added to the Manual for 
the Quartermaster’s Department: 

. Blank requests will not be removed from the 
military department to which they have been furnished, 
nor will they be transferred to officers not authorized to 
receive them. If lost or stolen, a report, giving the num- 
bers and series of those missing and circumstances at- 
tending the loss, will be made at once to the chief quar- 
termaster of the department and to the Quartermaster 
General and the former will notify the transportation 
lines in his department and vicinity not to honor them.

Vergne Machine Company at Port Morris, 
foot of 138th street, New York, showed 
the shop crowded with work and gave an 
idea of the prosperous condition of this 
concern, which has grown within a few 
years from a comparatively small begin- 


ning to such proportions that it is now 
turning out the largest es of certain 
types in the world.

The De La Vergne Company originally 
devoted its plant largely to the manufac- 
ture of refrigerating and ice making ma- 
chinery. These machines are turned out in 
sizes of from 5 to 500 tons daily capacity 
and are of both the horizontal and vertical 
type. In more recent years, with enlarged 
facilities, the building of oil and gas en- 
gines has become a most important branch 
of the business. The oil engines turned out 
are of the well known “Hornsby-Akroyd” 
type. They are equipped for burning either 
crude or fuel oil and vary in size from 
1 1-2 to 125 H.P. for general purposes. 
Many of these engines have been purchased 
for Government use in the Lighthouse Ser- 
vice and by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. A small oil motor for marine use 
and another for automobiles are also manu- 
factured. 

The Koerting gas engines manufactured 
by the De La Vergne Company range from 
400 to 3,000 H.P. for the two cycle type 
and from 65 to 360 H.P. for the four cycle 
type. These engines are operating in dif- 
ferent parts of the United States on nat- 
ural producer and blast furnace gas. The 
great installation referred to at the Lacka- 
wanna Steel Company’s Buffalo plant is 
operated on blast furnance gas_ which 
would otherwise go to waste—a striking 
instance of the successful utilization of the 
by-product.

One of the passengers on the transport 
Buford, on her recent voyage from San 
Francisco to the Philippines, in a letter to 
a friend in Poughkeepsie, tells the follow- 
ing interesting but not unusual story of 
life in the Army: “Col. Joseph F. Hus- 
ton, of the 19th U.S. Biets Y with his 
wife, is a passenger on the Buford, en 
route with his command from Vancouver 
Barracks, Washington, to the Philippines.
